”M NOT SAYING [ have anything to 
hide (I’m not saying I don’t), but 
the high-tech schemes retailers 
marketers are using to manip- 
ulate my every move are starting to 
make me nervous. 

When I was a business reporter 
several years ago, I toured a massive, 
new upscale mall that was about to 
open. Leading the tour was the devel- 
oper’s chief designer, who explained 
all the psychosocial thought that went 
into everything, from the color of the 
tiled floors to the placement of the 
lights — all designed to make me buy 
more. 

Floor tiles that are too small make 
you walk faster, so you don’t window 
shop enough. Tiles that are too big 
make you take longer steps, which tire 
you out faster, and you go home 
before you’ve spent your last dime. 
You will subconsciously follow a sub- 
tle green line in a floor pattern, but will 
shy away from black trim. You get the 
picture. 

I was pretty impressed, but then I 
was young. The stuff they’re doing 
now with computer tracking and sub- 
liminal marketing makes floor tiles 
look like kid stuff. 

Sam Walton, the billionaire owner 
of Wal-Mart, made an art out of the 
science of computerized retailing. He 
built his empire by using computers to 
track products — a first in the retail 
industry — and now he’s using his 
computers to track customers. 

Some of his test stores have com- 


the purchases. Based on what you 
have in your cart, monitors in the aisle 
will flash a specialized message pro- 
moting a product that would go with 
something in your cart. Say, if you 
picked up hot chocolate in aisle 4, the 
monitor in aisle 7 would tell you about 
a special on marshmallows. 

American Express does something 
similar with its cardholders. After a 
trip to the Caribbean, I got monthly 
fliers about “special offers to the 
Caribbean for cardmembers only.” 
They’ll even track what kind of restau- 
rants you frequent and send you 
coupons for restaurants featuring simi- 
lar cuisine. 

There are two companies on the 
East Coast that use computers to track 
almost everything you buy, from toilet 
paper at Price Club to car insurance. 
They sell that information to direct 
marketing companies, which are will- 
ing to pay big bucks for it. If you have 
a credit card or have ever taken out a 
loan, they have you in their system. 

Now some grocery store chains 
will pay you to let them track every 
one of your food and beverage pur- 
chases at their stores. Safeway’s doing 
it locally through a frequent-buyer pro- 
motion. 

No thank you. My privacy is worth 


-more than some cents-off coupons. 


When I cheat on my diet, it’s nobody’s 
business but my own.

SMOKING GUN

restricting smoking in restaurants. 
Then I saw the full-page ad on Page 5 
for a new tobacco shop and I won- 
dered if you were finally giving some 
coverage to the issue to temper any 
criticism that might be forthcoming 
for accepting advertising from the 
poison peddlers. 

My suspicions were further fueled 
ihn [ead Rebeca Me epankls! 
remarks in which she questions: “But 
how far can, and should, the govern- 
ment go to protect us from ourselves?” 
[In This Issue, 12/2/92.] If smoking 
harmed only the one who smokes, her 
question would be apropos. But since 
secondhand smoke is also a killer, the 
real question should be “How can the 
government continue to allow the pro- 
liferation of a product that kills an esti- 
mated 53,000 non-smokers in the 
United States each year?” 

Without advocating prohibition, a 
three-part program to establish a sane 
tobacco policy would go a long way: 
(1) restrict smoking exclusively to 
ptivate property; (2) impose a huge 
tax per pack to offset the billion-dollar 
health-care burden of tobacco; and 
(3) implement a master plan to con- 
vert the tobacco industry to one that 
benefits society over a reasonable 
period of time. 

For now, our best strategy is to 
push hard for local regulations, where 
the politicians appear to be somewhat 
less entangled in the tobacco death 
machine than on the state and federal 
levels.

CASTRO SWEEP UPHELD 
On Dec. 9, the Police Commission 
heard final testimony on the charges 
brought against three officers of the 
department relating to the Oct. 6, 
1989, demonstration in the Castro. 
The original testimony was heard 
by commission president [Harry] 
Low, and all five of the commission- 
ers read the entire transcript and 
reviewed the evidence of those pro- 
ceedings prior to the hearing. Subse- 
quently, the full commission heard 
the closing arguments from both the 
department and the defendants’ attor- 
neys. Ultimately, the commission vot- 
ed unanimously that the charge of 
violating departmental policy and the 
applicable general order could not be 
sustained. 


Those were the charges and the 
finding of fact, given the crowd-con- 
trol procedures and departmental pol- 
icy in place at the time of the incident. 

Had those officers acted in a simi- 
lar way under the current procedures 
and policies, the finding would be 
substantially different. There was no 
question in the mind of this commis- 
sioner that the actions viewed on the 
videotape were egregious and exces- 
sive, regardless of when they 
occurred. It is truly unfortunate for 
those victims of physical assault and 
equally so for those members of the 
police department to have been gov- 
emed by such inappropriate crowd- 
control measures. 

Since 1989, those policies have 
been carefully scrutinized and modi- 
fied to reflect a sensible and fair han- 
dling of demonstrations and crowd 
control, ensuring safety of demonstra- 
tors, bystanders, and police personnel. 
This commission has and will contin- 
ue to enforce the standards set out by 
the policy and continually review 
them for faimess and appropriateness 
for the citizens of our community.

Three-wa 
over fun Ped 
city TV channel 


UST AS THE city of San Fran- 

cisco seems ready, for the 

first time, to launch its own 

cable TV channel, the Board 
of Supervisors is considering a raid 
on the channel’s funds. Meanwhile, 
Viacom Cablevision has asked the 
city to return the municipal channel 
it has never used (see “TV Turf 
War,” 12/9/92). 

Supervisor Terence Hallinan 
has introduced a proposal, to be 
considered by the Finance Com- 
mittee Dec. 30, to use $30,800 from 
the Cable Television Access 
Development and Programming 
Fund (CATV Fund) to pay a bill 
from board budget analyst Harvey 
Rose. The fund, which gets two- 
tenths of 1 percent of Viacom’s 
annual franchise fee, was estab- 
lished to support San Francisco’s 
public-access, education, and 
municipal channels. 

Meanwhile, the city’s 
Telecommunications Policy Com- 
mittee (TPC) has submitted to the 
Board of Supervisors a formal 
request to establish the govern- 
ment-access channel, which it said 
can be ready to start operating ina 
few months. A city channel could 
cover such things as supervisors’ 
and other meetings, information 
on topics such as earthquake pre- 
paredness and public health, and 
schedules of city facilities. 

And Viacom has asked to take 
back the municipal channel, argu- 
ing that the city has never used it. 
Cable advocates point out that 
commercial use of the channel 
could bring Viacom between 
$500,000 and $1 million a year. 

Viacom’s public affairs officer, 
Sue Levitin, has been calling 
supervisors’ offices in connection 
with the upcoming move to trans- 
fer funds from the municipal- 
access channel. She told the Bay 
Guardian the purpose of her calls 
is to “remind them that there is a 
vote coming up and that Viacom 
takes no position on how our fran- 
chise fee is used by the city.” 

Supervisor Carole Migden’s 
aide Dana van Gorder confirmed 
that he had received a call from 
Levitin. “She made a point of say- 
ing it was up to the board how they 
want to spend their money.” How- 
ever, van Gorder added, “I 
assumed they would prefer we not 
help the municipal-access people 
position themselves to take over 
the channel.” 

Meanwhile another dispute is 
flaring around Viacom’s policies 
for public stations: Viacom is 
insisting that shows produced for 
public-access Channel 25 can’t be 
shown anywhere else. 

Last month Michael Freeman, 
Viacom’s community access coor- 
dinator, wrote to the Labor Video 
Project (LVP), a volunteer, non- 
profit community group that pro- 
duces a regular program on Chan- 
nel 25. After its shows play on 
Channel 25, the Video Project has 
been allowing public television 
Channel 32, KMTP, to broadcast 
them. Even after confirming that

the producers received no money 
from KMTP, Freeman said if they 
continued to use the tapes else- 
where, Viacom would charge 
them $200 an hour in studio fees. 

Levitin told the Bay Guardian 
this policy was necessary to pre- 
vent commercial producers from 
using the station’s facilities for 
financial gain. But LVP producer 
Steve Zeltzer said the rule violates 
the group’s First Amendment 
tights, and keeps people who can’t 
afford cable from being able to see 
the program.

Bank building 
could be site 
of arts center 


AY AND LESBIAN com- 

munity leaders are hop- 

ing to turn a vacant bank 

building at Castro and 
Market streets into a performing 
arts center. 

New plans for the building at 
400 Castro will be presented 
Thursday, Dec. 17, to Bank of 
America, which moved out of the 
building in October but still holds 
an eight-year lease on the site. 
BofA announced in July that it 
would be moving out of the build- 
ing because its merger with Securi- 
ty Pacific gave the bank another 
branch office nearby at 18th and 
Castro streets. 

The building is located in the 
heart of San Francisco’s Castro 
District, and the recommendations * 
come from an advisory committee 
appointed by the Board of Supervi- 
sors to find ways to better serve 
gays and lesbians in the neighbor- 
hood. 

John Woods, co-chair of the 
advisory committee, said the group 
will ask BofA to rent the space to 
the Life Center, an AIDS resource 
foundation, for two to three years. 
After that, Woods said, the build- 
ing would become the home of 





Golden Gate Performing Arts, 
which would turn it into “desper- 
ately needed performance, 
rehearsal, and exhibition space.” 

Golden Gate Performing Arts is 
an umbrella organization for such 
groups as the San Francisco Gay 
Men’s Chorus, Golden Gate 
Recordings, and Golden Gate Per- 
forming Arts Presents. 

Woods said BofA is looking at 
several proposals for the vacant 
building, and his group has no 
assurance that bank officials will 
listen to their request. 

“They’ll do whatever they 
believe is in the best interests of 
BofA,” Woods said. “We do know 
they’re getting proposals from 
some big retailers who want to use 
the space.” 

BofA has drawn the ire and fire 
of gay and lesbian activists since 
the bank refused to withdraw sup- 
port for the Boy Scouts of Ameri- 
ca, which prohibits openly gay 
youth and leaders from member- 
ship. Woods said BofA officials 
“need to enhance their image, and 
this would be a good first step.”

More theme-park 
encroaching on 
SF waterfront 


ATERFRONT watch- 

dogs are alarmed 

that the San Francis- 

co Port Commission 
may allow a souvenir firm to take 
over the lease for a storage shed 
and freezer formerly used for fish 
processing. 

The United Shellfish Co. is 
going out of business, an apparent 
casualty of the recession, and its 
long-term lease of a storage shed 
on Pier 47, next to Scoma’s restau- 
rant, is up for bid. Dorothy 
Schimke, the port’s commercial 
property manager, has recom- 
mended that Guardino’s Souvenir 
and Gift Shop be granted the 


remaining 43 years of the lease, 
which expires April 30, 2036. 

Schimke said Guardino’s will 
use the shed to store fish for a side- 
walk crab pot it operates in the 
Fisherman’s Wharf area. 

But some members of the 
Waterfront Plan Advisory Board 
(WPAB) and the Telegraph Hill 
Dwellers are up in arms about the 
proposed sublease, which they say, 
in essence, converts a fish-process- 
ing facility into an auxiliary 
kitchen for a restaurant. That con- 
version, in turn, contributes to the 
erosion of the waterfront from a 
maritime industrial center to a 
tourist attraction. 

The WPAB as a whole has 
agreed to go along with the sub- 
lease to Guardino’s, but individual 
board members are-unhappy about - 
the proposal. “I would certainly 
oppose any loss of fish processing 
down there,” said WPAB member 
Nan Roth. “A lot of people put a 
lot of effort into preserving the 
fish-processing industry.” 

One observer said the Port 
Commission was developing a 
trend of undermining long-term 
leases and eroding the maritime 
uses of the waterfront. A similar 
sublease three or four years ago 
allowed Alioto’s restaurant to con- 
vert another fish-processing shed 
into an auxiliary kitchen. 

Bob Tibbits, co-chair of the 
Waterfront Committee of the Tele- 
graph Hill Dwellers, said convert- 
ing the storage shed to restaurant 
use is a violation of land-use desig- 
nations made by both the WPAB 
and the Fisherman’s Wharf Citizen 
Advisory Committee for Pier 47. 
Pier 47 is supposed to be used only 
for water-related or maritime use, 
Tibbits said. Examples of such 
uses include commercial and 
sports-fishing berthing areas, fish- 
processing and distribution, and 
boat chandleries. 

Tibbits said his group planned 
to “vociferously speak out” against 
the proposed sublease, which he 
called a “blatant attempt to pre- 


empt the work” of the Fisherman’s _ 


Wharf advisory committee.

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Gay ski club 
divided on 
Colo. boycott 


SAN FRANCISCO- 
based gay men’s ski 
club has split down 
the middle over the 
boycott of Colorado, called in 
response to the anti-gay rights 
amendment approved by the 
state’s voters in November. 

Half the members of the club, 
SAGA North, have canceled 
their reservations for the group’s 
annual Aspen trip, but many are 
still planning to attend. 

SAGA North decided not to 
cancel the trip, which was sold 
out before the November vote, 
but to leave the option up to indi- 
vidual members. Those who can- 
celed discovered they would be 
charged a $120 cancellation fee 
on the $1,500 trip, or higher if 
they didn’t cancel by Thanksgiv- 
ing. 

Does the club’s experience 
suggest the boycott is half full or 
half empty? Observers are split 
on this question. 

Joe Federl of Nelson-Daman 
Travel, travel agents for SAGA 
North, cited the 50 percent can- 
cellation as evidence that “the 
members of this group have real- 
ly put their money where their 
mouth is. They have chosen to 
absorb the cancellation fees.” 

But some members expressed 
disappointment in the club’s 


mse. 

“Within a group of people, 
there are some that are motivated 
by monetary things and some by 
conscience,” said one member, 
who asked that his name not be 
used. “Perhaps that 50 percent is 
just about as usual.” 

He argued: “The club could 
have taken a stand, taken leader- 
ship in canceling the whole 
thing. They could have said [to 
the resort], ‘We’re canceling. If 
you really want our business you 
can work out these cancellation 
fees.’ But they didn’t want the 
financial repercussions.” 

SAGA member John Schooler 
said that the club will definitely 
cancel the Aspen trip next year if 
the amendment is not overturned, 
because at that point no pre-invest- 


ment will have been made. 


Feder] said the club and his 
agency did negotiate with the 
accommodations in Aspen to 
minimize the cancellation fees. 

“This particular group has 
been very loyal to us,” he said, 
“and of course we value their 
business.”

PG&E may 
get to raise 
rates by Jan. 1 


aciric Gas and Electric 

Co. now seems likely to 

win permission for a 

$435 million rate hike, 
despite evidence that its rates 
have steadily climbed beyond 
the national average. 

An administrative law judge 
recently recommended that the 
California Public Utilities Com- 
mission permit the increase. If 
the CPUC agrees, bills could go 
up as early as Jan. 1. 

The judge’s decision came 
despite opposition by Robert 
Cagen and Laura Tudisco, staff 
counsels for the CPUC’s Divi- 
sion of Ratepayer Advocates 
(RA), who wrote, “While 
PG&E’s rates are ascending 
steeply upward, leaving the 
national average 47 percent 
behind, the ability of California 
ratepayers to pay high rates is 
decreasing.” 

A Bay Guardian investigation 
earlier this year showed that in 
the past four years San Francis- 
co’s PG&E rates have gone up 
from fifth- to third-highest in the 
country. And according to the 
DRA statement, PG&E’s 
statewide rate average ranks 
among the top 10 in the country. 

Attorneys for the consumer 
group Toward Utility Rate Nor- 
malization (TURN) say the deci- 
sion by CPUC law judge Kath- 
leen Kiernan-Harrington could 
mean PG&E’s residential cus- 
tomers will pay, on the average, 
$4 more a month for their gas 
and electric bills. 

Kiernan-Harrington’s deci- 
sion, according to TURN, 
approves a PG&E cost-alloca- 
tion proposal that unfairly bur- 
dens residential customers and 
spares large agricultural users. 

“Very little is known about 
the accuracy and fairness of 
PG&E’s cost-allocation propos- 
al,” said TURN attorney Robert 
Finkelstein. “And yet the PUC 
judge essentially gave it the rub- 
ber-stamp treatment.” 

At press time Kiernan had not 
returned Bay Guardian calls. 

Earlier this year, business 
groups released several studies 
showing that San Francisco busi- 
nesses suffered from excessive 
taxation and bureaucratic red 
tape. 

One such study, from the 
Mayor’s Fiscal Advisory Com- 
mittee, which is headed by 
PG&E’s vice president Jack 
Jenkins-Starke, blamed a 
widespread San Francisco busi- 
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ness exodus on city government. 

But the DRA lawyers argued 
that businesses “leave because of 
the high cost of doing business in 
California. High utility rates con- 
tribute to those high costs.... Rate 
increases of almost half a billion 
dollars exacerbate the state’s eco- 
nomic woes, and they contribute 
to yet another upward spiral to 
tates already far higher than the 
national average.” 

At its Dec. 16 meeting, the 
CPUC is scheduled to make a 
final decision on the proposed 
increase, which the commission- 
ers are expected to approve.

Treaty Council 
in debt after 
benefit shows - 


OLUMBUSs Day concerts 
that were supposed to 
raise money for Native 
American causes could 
end up leaving the International 
Indian Treaty Council nearly 
$10,000 in debt, according to the 
treaty council. ; 
The Treaty Council sponsored 
two benefit concerts Oct. 10 and 
11 at the Shoreline Amphithe- 
ater, and then offered a free con- 
cert Oct. 12 at San Francisco’s 
Civic Center. 
But profits from the first two 
shows were not enough to pay 


performers and promoters the 
fees they charged for the third. 

“These were benefit concerts, 
so where’s the benefit?” asked 
Treaty Council president Bill 
Means, who spoke to the Bay 
Guardian from his offices in 
South Dakota. 

The Treaty Council put on the 
shows with the help of Bill Gra- 
ham Presents (BGP), which also 
operates Shoreline. 

BGP producer Bob Barsotti 
said he’s sympathetic to the 
Treaty Council’s plight. When it 
became clear afterward that 
expenses had outstripped the 
concerts’ revenue, Barsotti said 
he “went back and looked for 
ways to cut some of the charges.” 

Means said BGP has made an 
effort to cut costs for the San 
Francisco show, but pointed out 
that “everyone else [performers 
and BGP] got their bills paid, 
everybody but the Indians. 

The Shoreline concerts fea- 
tured such acts as Bonnie Raitt, 
Don Henley, Little Feat, and 
Todd Rundgren. The Civic Cen- 
ter show featured the Cult, Cris 
Williamson, Culture Clash, and 
Little Feat. 

The Shoreline concerts gener- 
ated a $30,000 profit, Means 
said, but expenses for the free- 
admission Civic Center concert 
cost the Treaty Council nearly 
$40,000. 

Means said he was disappoint- 
ed with the expenses charged by 
some of the performers, which 
ranged from less than $100 to 
more than $32,000. 


All three concerts drew small- 
er-than-expected crowds, and 
Means said the Civic Center con- 
cert — canceled at one point, 
then rescheduled only days 
before the ev3000+ent — was 
poorly promoted. 

Barsotti said he was able to 
cut nearly $30,000 from BGP’s 
share of the proceeds, and he is 
still talking with several of the 
artists who performed at the con- 
certs to further reduce expenses. 

“We’ve done everything we 
can to help [the International 
Indian Treaty Council], and 
we’re still trying,” Barsotti said. 

“Tt’s unfortunate that we sold 
only half the house at Shoreline, 
but that’s what happened. We 
sold 10,000 tickets [each night]; 
if we had sold 20,000, we 
would’ ve had a lot of money left 
over.” 

Means said he is trying to 
remain optimistic that the con- 
certs will produce positive 
results. He said he received a 
$5,000 donation from Don Hen- 
ley to reduce the debt, and other 
donations are expected. “It looks 
like we will ultimately resolve 
the situation,” he said. 

“We're trying to keep some 
new friends in the rock and roll 
aristocracy in the Bay Area,” 
Means said. “There’s a potential 
to keep some viable and real 
change going on here.” 

“On the other hand,” he said, 
“we can’t keep going in the 
hole.”

The 1970 Bombing of the Army Math Research Center 
at the University of Wisconsin and Its Aftermath 
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Asleep at the switch

BOUT 23 YEARS ago, a sixth-grade teacher 
dragged me off to see 1776, a Broadway play that 
was supposed to be a humorous historical 
of the birth of These United States. All I 
remember is the opening line. It’s finally come in useful. 

As the curtain rises, John Adams is pacing around in 
front of the First Continental Congress and complaining that 
most of his colleagues seemed to be incompetent, distracted, 
or drunk. “I have come to the conclusion,” he says, “that one 
useless man is known as a disgrace, two are called a law 
firm, and three or more become a Congress.” 

I’m ready to add another category: Count to nine, and 
you have a BART board. 

I should be fair: I can’t prove that every member of the 
board of directors of the Bay Area Rapid Transit District is 
an absolute functional zero. Some won’t come to the phone 
when I call; they may be doing something useful in private 
and never letting on. Three of them are new, sitting in on 
their first meetings this month. 

And yes, to be fair, a few of the honorable BART repre- 
sentatives have stumbled onto a few serious issues, like an 
airport extension and public power, and at times it appears 
they’re even threatening to make some actual public policy. 

I know it’s not a glamorous position, and it doesn’t pay 
very well, and somebody’s got to do it, and all these char- 
acters were duly elected by a popular vote, so it’s not their 
fault if they have no business running one of the most pow- 
erful public agencies in the state of California. 

And because we’re entering a new political era, all full 
of joy and hope, I’m trying really hard to be nice to at least 
a few public officials, even when they aren’t the Best and 
the Brightest. As my brother the contractor likes to remind 
me, we can’t all be roofers. 

But I’ve just spent four weeks wrangling with BART 
over one of the biggest local police scandals I’ve run across 
in years and, like John Adams, I’ve come to a conclusion: 

God help us all, this is no way to run a railroad. 


HELLO, NELLO? 

If you haven’t read last week’s story about a BART cop 
shooting 19-year-old Jerrold Hall in the back of the head 
over a $60 radio (“Lethal Force,” 12/9/92), you’re not 
alone: The BART Board president hasn’t read it either. 

President Nello Bianco, who hails from El Sobrante, 
assured me that he’d seen the article, since the BART pub- 
lic relations people mailed a copy to every board member. 
He told me it looked pretty impressive, with all the pictures 
and boxes and headlines and everything, and he was look- 
ing forward to finding some time to read the actual text one 
of these day, maybe before the Dec. 17 board meeting. 

Bianco seemed blissfully unaware that one of the 151 
sworn officers who carry BART Police badges had fatally 
shot an unarmed African American kid in the parking lot of 
the Hayward station three weeks ago, and he was com- 
pletely baffled when I started asking about civilian over- 
sight for the BART police. 

“Well, we don’t usually get into this sort of administra- 
tive stuff,” Bianco said. “That’s the job of the general man- 
ager. But if one of the board members wants to bring up a 
policy issue at a meeting, that’s fine and entirely appropri- 
ate. I think we need to review all our departments, on a reg- 
ular basis. 
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“Nice talking to you, Ted. Feel free to call me any time.” 

Michael Bemick, a San Francisco lawyer who was 
elected to a second term on the BART Board in November, 
told me he couldn’t comment on the specifics of the shoot- 
ing because there might be litigation. But he said my story 
“has created a real stir, and from a structural point of view, 
I think there are some things that we need to be looking at, 
in terms of accountability.” Bernick refused to acknowl- 
edge that the BART police might lack civilian oversight. 

Former board president Wilfred Ussery, who narrowly 
survived an electoral challenge in November, ignored at 
least five messages I left on his office answering machine. 
A woman who answered his home phone in San Francisco 
angrily told me that Ussery only took calls about BART 
Board business at his office, and refused to put him on the 
line. John Glenn, who represents Hayward, where the Nov. 
15 shooting occurred, didn’t return my calls either. 

I couldn’t reach any of the three new board members, 
Roy Nakadagawa, Sherman Lewis, and Dan Richard, but 
then, none of them tried to reach me. 

In fact, that’s one of the most amazing things about the 
whole ugly tale: We runa story that shows how a BART 
police officer violated his own department’s rules and shot 
an unarmed suspect in the back over what amounts to at 
most a petty theft case (and maybe not even that), and how 
the transit agency went to extraordinary lengths to cover 
the whole thing up — and not one of the elected officials 
who oversee this rotten operation sees any reason to take 
the initiative to respond or comment. 

Even when I tracked some of the BART directors 
down, only one board member — James Fang of San Fran- 
cisco — showed any real signs of interest or concern. Fang 
promised to raise the issue of BART Police oversight at the 
next board meeting, and said he thinks that “at the very 
least, we need to have direct board control.” 

He also said that the story surprised him. “Most of the 
board members have never really known what the BART 
police were doing,” Fang explained. “I didn’t even realize 
that they had shotguns, and I don’t understand why they 
need attack dogs.” 

The BART Board still meets at 9 a.m. on Thursdays, 
just to make sure nobody but BART staff will ever show 
up. But if you want to take time off from work or sleep to 
catch a world-class political circus, it’s playing at 800 
Madison, Oakland, on Dec. 17. 

And if even one of these clowns really seems to care 
about the brutal business at hand, I'll take every word of 
this back. 

And fight like hell for the living. Mark Forrester, who 
was one of my very favorite San Francisco writers ever, 
died last weekend at the age of 59, dammit. He was a gay 
activist in the 1960s, founder of the Senior Escort Service 
in the 1980s, and organizer of the Tenderloin Action Proj- 
ect in the 1990s, but he was always a student of Saul Alin- 
sky and Mary Harris Jones, never entirely happy unless all 
the people in power were mad at him. For the last six years, 
he lived on welfare (which he always told me was a won- 
derful invention) and wrote The Forrester Papers, a semi- 
regular chronicle of the urban underclass that made me 
laugh and cry and scream like nothing else alive. His ashes 
will be scattered at sea.

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Questions about Somalia 


Is NO doubt that drastic intema- 
tional action was called for to stop the 
massive starvation, especially of chil- 
dren, in Somalia. But there are serious 

questions about whether sending in 30,000 
troops — most from the United States — was 
the wisest course to take: both for Somalia now 
and the rest of the world later. 

NBC anchor Tom Brokaw has described 
Operation Restore Hope as a “kind of occupa- 
tion” of Somalia. As Meredith May reports on 
Page 22, Somalia is only one of several countries 
in similar circumstances, including Sudan, 
Zaire, Mozambique, Bosnia, Kenya, Cambodia, 
the former Soviet Union, and the Balkans. Are 
we prepared to occupy every one of these coun- 
tries? Or is there a better way to prevent these 
disasters, and a better structure under which we 
could handle the job? In any case, unilateral mil- 
itary intervention is a bad precedent, especially 
in these post-Cold War days, when the United 
States is the only country with the clout to do the 
job. 

Because the U.S. government since 1980 has 
not been famous for undertaking humanitarian 
aid projects, either inside or outside our borders, 
we know there are other motives at work. We 
worry that this is setting a bad precedent for the 
future, with U.S. military invading countries 
every time a disaster is deemed desperate 
enough. And we know that it’s much easier to 
put U.S. troops into foreign countries than it is 
to pull them out. Surely, we can find a better 
way. 


Many Somali experts doubt whether the 
Operation Restore Hope will restore much of 
anything but hope. They believe the presence of 
U.S. troops could make the delivery of food and 
medicine even more difficult by enraging the 
local gunmen and making targets of aid workers. 

But even if they are able to stop the famine, 
preventing a recurrence of the disaster requires a 
political solution: a democratic government 
formed by the Somali people must be restored. 
And that is a task the U.S. Marines are ill- 
equipped to undertake. 

President George Bush’s hasty, possibly ille- 
gal, decision to dispatch troops to Somalia 
should have been debated and approved by 
Congress before it took place, as called for in the 
War Powers Act. The WPA requires congres- 
sional approval before any troops may be com- 
mitted to a place where they are likely to come 
under attack. 

Had this debate taken place, Congress may 
have decided that the best way to proceed would 
have been under the flag of the United Nations, 
coupling its military action with a diplomatic 
effort to negotiate a peace and set the stage for a 
new government. 

That is an undertaking the U.N. would be 
hard-pressed to take on, though, because the 
United States is $700 million behind in its dues. 

We call on President-elect Bill Clinton, on 
the day he takes office, to authorize the payment 
to the U.N. and make arrangements to turn Oper- 
ation Restore Hope over to the U.N., where it 
belonged in the first place. 


Reinvest in San Francisco 


FTER ENSURING millions of dollars a 

year in subsidies for the Giants, San 

Francisco Mayor Frank Jordan has 

ded the opening call for the 

annual spring ritual: city budget-cutting. San 
Francisco’s daily papers have chimed in with a 
strangely harmonious spate of articles exposing 
corruption for public officials’ personal gain. 

We have always exposed and condemned 
this kind of corruption, and we applaud any 
effort to rein it in. But let’s face facts: Most of 
what we’ve read about — the cabin at Hetch 
Hetchy, the city-owned cars, the workers who 
don’t show up for the night shift at Muni — is 
penny-ante stuff. Unfortunately, it gets used to 
bolster the big-business ideological argument: 
Because government is inevitably wasteful 
and ineffective, it should be drastically cut. 
(See “The Privatization of San Francisco,” 
Page 17.) 

But there’s a big hole in that logic. There are 
always a few welfare cheats, always a few cor- 
rupt bureaucrats. That doesn’t mean welfare is a 
bad idea, or that the biggest problem with city 
government is that it’s riddled with waste — 
and it doesn’t mean the “private sector” will do 
the job better. 

Public agencies — because they are public 
— are subject to continual scrutiny. We can see 
their inefficiencies, grouse about the salaries of 
their administrators. Implicitly we contrast 
them with a private sector we assume to be 
lean, mean, and efficient. 

But recent local and national reports on the 
growing trend of contracting out government 
services to private companies show that con- 
tracting-out actually increases costs. There are 
(as anyone who’s ever worked for a big corpo- 
ration knows) at least as many irrationalities, 
expense-account perks, and bloated executive 
salaries in private business as there are in gov- 
ernment. 


(The public University of California wasted 


a few million dollars on retirement pay and oth- 
er benefits for its president; the private Stanford 
University billed the taxpayers for many, many 
times more needless expenses under a govern- 
ment contract. And even the Hetch Hetchy cab- 
in doesn’t have a $900 coffee pot.) 

But private corporations are subject to no 
public-records or open-meetings laws, so they 
don’t have to reveal where they waste money 
and steal from the taxpayers. 

A media campaign that focuses entirely on 
government waste and corruption, and ignores 
the fact that most public programs are impor- 
tant and underfunded, serves to prepare the 
political ground for a budget strategy of across- 
the-board cuts. That does nothing to make city 
government more efficient and effective: As 
Republican Indianapolis Mayor Stephen Gold- 
smith wrote in the Wall Street Jounal Dec. 3, 
“Blunt across-the-board cuts merely institution- 
alize incompetence.” 

The Task Force to Resolve the Fiscal Crisis, 


" initiated by Supervisor Carole Migden, is at 


least discussing some better ideas. It needs to 
continue promoting proposals for raising rev- 
enue to pay for needed city services. 

San Francisco business groups are fond of 
issuing “studies” that claim high taxes are driv- 
ing business from the city. But businesses, as 
well as individuals, depend on the city services 


those taxes pay for. At President-elect Bill Clin- 


ton’s economic summit this week, Alicia Hay- 


cock Munnel, director of research for the Feder- 


al Reserve Bank of Boston, presented statistics 
that showed that public investment encourages 
private investment, and makes it more produc- 
tive. 

The Reaganesque logic of slashing public 
budgets, cutting taxes, and relying on the pri- 
vate sector is finally being discredited on the 
federal level. San Francisco, the most liberal 
city in America, is going in the other direction. 
And that’s a disgrace.

Mohamed Sahnoun, the one outsider so far 
who has won the trust of the Somali clans. 
Were the diplomatic skills of this one-time 
Organization of African Unity negotiator 
backed by a properly funded and supplied 
Eritrean peace-keeping force, Somalia’s 
nightmare would soon end. 

Few dispute that the Somali clan war must 
be stopped to avert enormous civilian suffer- 
ing, although some Somali intellectuals, 
despairing over the indifference of the world 
community, now argue that the only way out 
is to let the warring clans fight it out until 
they exhaust themselves. But throughout 
Africa and the Third World, many who 
remember colonialism view the occupation 
of a small country by a big foreign power, 
even under the U.N. aegis, as creating a dan- 
gerous precedent. 

The U.N. Security Council, after the Gulf 
invasion, has shown itself to be little more 
than an instrument to further U.S. foreign 
policy objectives. At its inception the council 
was undemocratically established-and now, 
with the transformation of Russia into a U.S. 


African Unity, as the preeminent regional 
organization, has offered no concrete propos- 
al to solve the Somali crisis, surrendering the 
initiative to big powers at the U.N. who have 
their own grim imperial history in the area. 
The OAU itself is increasingly viewed by dis- 
illusioned African observers as favoring the 
hegemonic countries like Nigeria in resolving 
African disputes, andignoring the smaller 
states. Its credibility was further damaged 
when it condoned the massacres in Liberia by 
the U.S.-backed West African States, headed 
by Nigeria. 

The one way for the world community to 
calm the fears of small countries in Africa and 
still intervene would be for the U.N. secretary 
general to recommend the use of Eritrea’s 
armed forces combined with the “African 
touch” of Mohamed Sahnoun. Such a combi- 
nation, many Africans believe, would finally 
succeed in ending the Somali nightmare. @

The privatization 
of San Francisco

JEAN TEPPERMAN 


*s A chilling scene early 
in the futuristic movie Robo- 


cop when two Detroit police 

officers heading into a dead- 
ly shootout with heavily armed drug 
dealers radio headquarters and ask for 
backup. 

“Backup,” the dispatcher 
responds, “will not be available for 
another 15 minutes.” 

The problem: Detroit has tumed its 
police department over to a private 
contractor, and the contractor has 
decided that it’s too expensive to 
maintain reserve staffing for emer- 
gency backup. Onacost/benefit  - 
basis, the executives have decided, it 
sometimes makes perfect business 
sense to let a couple of cops die. 

It’s only a movie, of course — but 
it’s not that far from the truth. Over 
the past 12 years, government agen- 
cies on every level have tumed over 
large parts of their work to private 
contractors, and have adopted corpo- 
tate-style analysis to determine 
whether programs, laws, and regula- 
tions make good financial sense. 

Now that the American voters 
have finally recognized the terrible 
human price tag attached to the Rea- 
gan/Bush program, Washington 
politicians are slowly beginning to 
talk about things like a federal indus- 
trial policy, a national health-care sys- 
tem, and more government invest- 
ment in public works. 

But while the country is taking a 
few halting steps in a new political 
direction, the most liberal city in 
America is running in full reverse. 

The signs are everywhere: A front- 
page Chronicle story on the millions 
of public dollars lost in private city 
contracts. A city report on the 
prospects for selling off vast chunks 
of city property. Mayor Frank Jor- : 
dan’s recent budget directive to 
departments, telling them no new pro- 
grams will be approved unless they 
have an outside funding source. 

Even the most liberal city officials 
are caught up in the trend. The bottom 
line: City government can’t do any- 
thing right. The public sector is never 
a solution, only a problem. 

All these things together — con- 
tracting out services, continuously 
cutting programs, selling off public 

property, cynicism about government 
— add up to a frightening trend. We 
call it the privatization of San Francis- 


SQUANDERED INHERITANCE 


Consider a few of the most obvious 
warning signs: 
*From AIDS services to airport 


architecture, San Francisco has more 
than doubled its payments to private 
contractors over the past five years, in 
many cases for work that city 
employees once did. As David Dietz 
reported in the Chronicle last week, 
more than $280 million in public 
money was spent on outside contrac- 
tors in fiscal 1992. 

°A new report by Budget Analyst 
Harvey Rose notes that many city 
officials were forced to contract out 
major projects simply because they 
no longer had the staff to do the work. 
That’s Reaganomics raised to an art 
form: Cripple government with bud- 
get cuts, then argue that government 
can’t do the job — so public money 
will have to pay private contractors to 
do it instead. 

* Although San Francisco has sold 
less than an acre of public land over 
the past five years, a recent report for 
the Task Force to Resolve the Fiscal 
Crisis identifies more than 25 parcels, 
totalling 625 acres, that are “potential- 
ly surplus” and could be sold to pri- 
vate businesses to ease the city deficit. 

°The mayor, the Board of Super- 
visors, and the Task Force to Resolve 
the Fiscal Crisis have been discussing 
extensive reforms in the city charter 
— almost all aimed at “streamlining” 
city government, not at providing 
more and better services to a popula- 
tion with ever-increasing needs. 

*In San Francisco budget debates, 
liberals and conservatives alike focus 
almost entirely on cost-cutting: Even 
progressive stalwarts like Terence 
Hallinan have spent more time on 
issues like the abuse of city cars 
(which cost perhaps $5 million a year) 
than on the need for at least $100 mil- 
lion in new revenue to keep existing 
city services alive in 1993. 

*Both daily newspapers echo the 
theme, most notably in the Examin- 
et’s “Fat City” series. The exposés, on 
everything from abuse of the city- 
owned cabin at Hetch Hetchy to 
fraudulent overtime, create the same 
impression: San Francisco’s budget 
crisis is mostly due to waste and inef- 
ficiency, not to a lack of revenue and 
expanding social needs. 

The budget stories have paid virtu- 
ally no attention to the pressing local 
problems — including the lack of 
contract compliance — that can be 
linked directly to budget-driven cuts 
in city staff. 

There are stories on city problems, 
like the crumbling 911 system and the 
deaths of more than 100 homeless 
people on the city streets. But the arti- 
cles almost never make the comnec- 
tion between these problems and the 
past five years of decisions to cut the 
city budget instead of raising local 
taxes. 


And nobody at City Hall or the 
major news media has spoken honest- 
ly about the catastrophic crisis San 
Francisco will be facing over the next 
few years if those policies continue. 


PILING UP LOSSES 

The way the Reagan/Bush team 
described it, privatization meant con- 
tracting out government functions to 
private business and shifting the 
tesponsibility for social services to 
private charities. It was sold as a cost- 
saving move, but experience showed 
what it really meant: 

*Public subsidies to private 
wealth. Reagan’s swollen military 
budget, for example, went mostly to 
ptivate corporations with lucrative 
government contracts. The taxpayers 
underwrote not only the production 
costs of those companies, but also the 
salaries and perks of their top execu- 
tives — which make anything the 
most abusive members of Congress 
have done seem like spare change — 
and the profits of their stockholders. 

Home in San Francisco, taxpay- 
ers’ money went to city contractors 
like Bechtel, with dozens of highly 
paid top executives who make the 
handful of city administrators making 
more than $100,000 look like cheap 
dates. 

*Lack of accountability. Of 
course, private businesses operate in 
relative secrecy, free from the con- 
fines of public-records laws. Further, 
the public agencies that once audited 
and monitored them were severely cut 
back in the assault on “government 
waste.” So the financial rape of the 
American people went on with near- 
total impunity. 

*Government ends up costing 
more. That’s exactly the conclusion 
drawn by the Office of Management 
and Budget in a report on outside con- 
tracting released early this month. 

Ina broader sense, privatization 
has also included a general assault on 
public spending. Like much of the 
test of Reaganomics, this assault has 
had destructive effects that the public 
is only now beginning to understand. 

°The economy undermined. 
Experts at Clinton’s economic sum- 
mit this week reported that the sharp 
decline in U.S. government invest- 
ment in infrastructure — from build- 
ing bridges to training workers — has 
lowered business productivity and 
discouraged private investment. 

Back in Califomia, continual bud- 
get-cutting in education and trans- 
portation has created poor conditions 
for business — that was the main 
message of the Silicon Valley execu- 
tives who jumped on the Clinton 
bandwagon. 

°The quality of life deteriorates.

Five years of city budget cuts have 
hurt. Reduced hours in branch 
libraries leave more kids with no 
place to hang out but the street, and 
take away an important educational 
support. Cuts in mental health ser- 
vices increase personal misery and 
crime. Fewer visiting nurses means 
increases in child health problems and 
child abuse. 


BILL OF GOODS 


Yet even in San Francisco, the priva- 
tization philosophy has a seductive 
appeal, one that transcends all the old 
political lines. Right-wing reactionar- 
ies, middle-class taxpayers, and liber- 
al community organizers all seem to 
agree on one basic premise these 
days: Government is our enemy, not 
our friend. You can hear the mood 
echoing through a rock anthem by the 
Avengers, with the chorus: “Ask not 
what you can do for your country — 
ask what your country’s been doing to 
you.” 

In patt, it’s the legacy of Water- 
gate and Vietnam, of Jimmy Carter, 
Ronald Reagan, and George Bush, of 
Pete Wilson, Alan Cranston, and Art 
Agnos, of a long list of Democrats 


and Republicans who let us lown, 
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screwed us up, or otherwise managed 
to tum the public trust into a private 
joke. 

In part, it’s the result of an incredi- 
bly clever right-wing propaganda 
campaign that has successfully used 
those examples to convince us all that 
public efforts are useless, or worse. 

But as Reaganomics unraveled 
and its real results were exposed, vot- 
ers across the United States have 
Started to reject those assumptions. 
Clinton and Gore won broad support" 
for their promises of government 
leadership in industry, national health 
care, public works, and a chance to do 
public service in return for college 
education. 

And yet, in San Francisco, as the 
budget crisis enters its sixth year, lib- 
erals and conservatives are singing 
the same old refrain: Raise taxes? 
Expand public services? Take over 
PG&E? Not until we cut all those 
bloated bureaucratic salaries and 
perks, and figure out how to mn the 
buses on time. Hey: Ask what your 
city’s been doing to you... 4

Supervisor Migden: Her task force faced the first major redesign of city government since 1932.

UPERVISOR CAROLE Migden 

has conceded to the forces of 

the space-time continuum: 

There will be no spring elec- 
tion on charter reform in San Fran- 
cisco. 

Faced with the job of cobbling 
together, in one month, the first 
major redesign of city government 
since 1932, members of Migden’s 
Task Force to Resolve the Fiscal Cri- 
sis were showing a disposition to tin- 
ker rather than reform. 

“There was some frustration in 
some groups that we were moving so 
fast that good ideas were getting 
dropped out,” said city controller Ed 
Harrington, who staffs the govern- 
ment reorganization subcommittee 
of the task force. 

Any proposed charter amend- 
ments would have had to be written 
by Jan. 4 to get them on an April bal- 
lot. 


Canceling the election means 
reform of city government may in 
the end be better thought out, but it 
also means that San Franciscans face 
a budget spring much like last year’s: 
across-the-board cuts in city services— 
ordered by the mayor, threats of 
mass layoffs, and arguments about 
tax hikes. The only difference is that 
another miracle “discovery” of 
bailout funds is unlikely. There will 
be no loan from the airport, no reve- 
lation of extra money in the pension 
fund. The loaves-and-fishes method 
of municipal finance may be at an 
end. ' 

Charter reform is not dead; 
Migden said she wants some charter 
amendments to appear on the 
November ballot. Still, those 
reforms, if approved by the voters, 
will come too late to affect the 1993- 
94 budget year, which begins July 1. 
(Migden originally convened the 
task force with the view of wringing 
out cost savings before the new fiscal 


year began.) 

The city faces a projected $200 
mnillion deficit for the next fiscal 
year. Some are even wondering if the 
city will run out of cash before June 
30. The budget is balanced this year 
on such precarious factors as parking 
meter income,-and it can be thrown 
off by such relatively minor events 
as the recent spate of meter vandal- 
ism. 

But Harrington said the fiscal-cri- 
sis task force had discussed many tax 
measures that could be enacted with- 
out charter reform. “Some of itis a 
matter of political will rather than 
charter reform,” he said. 


MONEY-MAKING SCHEMES

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Experts raise questions about the 


long-term effects of U.S. 


intervention in Somalia

IKE ACTORS in a surreal 
movie, the first American 
Marines landed armed, 
grease-painted, and gog- 
gled, on the beaches of the 
Somali capital of Moga- 
dishu last week to deliver 
food supplies to starving 
Somali people. 

The huge crowd of photogra- 
phers was symptomatic of the 
American public’s eagemess to pat 
itself on the back for an act of U.S. 
compassion. But national Somali 
experts and the local Somali com- 
munity say President George Bush’s 
long-overdue response to the 
African crisis may be creating some 
problems as it attempts to solve oth- 
ers, 


No one denies that action was 
necessary to stop the starvation that 
claimed the lives of 2,000 Somalis 
daily. The disagreement comes over 
the method — the United States uni- 
laterally sending its troops to guard 
food shipments. 

Most critics say the United 
Nations, rather than an individual 
country, should have taken the relief 
action — and that the U.N. would be 
far more credible in undertaking any 
long-range efforts to help stabilize 
the country. 

In addition, some decry the lack 
of Somali input into the U.S. opera- 
tion overall, and specifically in 
recent meetings between Mogadishu 
warlords that the United States has 
arranged. 

Some critics fear that U.S. inter- 
vention will exacerbate Somali 
political conflicts, making it more 
difficult to end warfare — and there- 
fore end starvation — in the long 
run. At the same time, simply deliv- 
ering food doesn’t change the politi- 
cal turmoil that created the starva- 
tion in the first place. 

Finally, many argue that the 
action sets a dangerous precedent 
for future missions. If U.S. troops 
start intervening in other countries’ 
internal problems, no matter how 

humanitarian the motive, where will 
we draw the line? 


FOOD AND REFORM 

“When Somalia was a problem we 
ignored it, when it was a crisis we 
worried about it, and when it 
became a catastrophe we had to 


intervene,” said Terence Lyons, an 
Africa expert from the D.C.-based 
Brookings Institution. 

“If intervening means just going 
in with Marines to say we’re going 
to guarantee food deliveries without 
helping Somalis to reform their 
political system, don’t expect the 
U.S. to be successful,” Lyons said. 

Kevin Danaher of San Francis- 
co’s Global Exchange also pointed 
to the limitations of simply provid- 
ing food. “I doubt the U.S. will be 
successful,” he said, “when its 
whole role is just to provide security 
for humanitarian relief.... You have 
to help strengthen the civic institu- 
tions working through the communi- 
ty so they can take over running 
their own society.” 

Oakland resident Abdillahi Farah 
Jama, like other Somalis, feels 
strongly the benefits of providing 
humanitarian relief. “This operation 
will solve the immediate need, 
which is to help the starving chil- 
dren,” he said. 

At the same time, Jama, too, 
questions the politics around the 
action. “A political solution needs to 
come from the Somalis themselves,” 
he said. “Having the U.S. arrange 
meetings between warlords 
Mohamed Farah Aidid and Ali Mah- 
di Mohamed in Mogadishu is a mis- 
take. Those two guys are criminals. 
They starved their own people and 
they don’t deserve the credibility 
US. publicity gives them. 

“They don’t have the support of 
northern Somalis, and there will be 
more fighting if they try to take con- 
trol of Somalia.” 

Jama’s statement is echoed by 
Somali Rakiya Omaar, the former 
director of the London-based infor- 
mation service Africa Watch. 
“Unless you have a program that 
seriously addresses the need for 
political reconciliation and recon- 
struction, so that the society will _ 
have something to offer these young 
men with guns as an alternative, 
then we’re back to square one. In 
fact, it’s worse than square one: 
Hopes have been raised. The inter- 
national community will be allowed 
to say it did what it could for Soma- 
lia.... But it will have done very little 
for Somalis and will have created a 
political vacuum that may actually 
make things worse.” 

Omaar said before the U.S. inter- 
vention, a group of clan elders and 
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Local Somalis (clockwise from upper left) Sofia and her father

intellectuals, funded by the Euro- 
pean Community, had been holding 
meetings aimed at hashing out polit- 
ical solutions, but the meetings fell 
through “because of the excitement 
and instability created by the 
Marines coming in.” 

Omaar was recently fired as 
director of Africa Watch after pub- 
licly opposing the U.S. military 
intervention. 

~ While Omaar said she did sup- 
port a more limited military inter- 
vention under U.N. auspices, others, 
like former U.S. attorney general 
Ramsey Clark, oppose any military 
action at all. “One of the problems 
with the situation there now is too 
many guns,” Clark told the Bay 
Guardian. “And the other problem is 
not enough food. So sending more 
guns in seems to me to be of no help. 
If our interests were sincere in feed- 
ing hungry people, we would have 
acted months ago. 

“But certainly we ought to try to 
feed them now, and the way to do it 
is to fly it in and drop it from the 
air.... We could so easily provide 10 
times the amount of food ... with 
half the cost of this military expedi- 


tion, that nothing else makes any 
sense.” 


U.S.-SIAD CONNECTION 
Most local Somalis, though they 
grudgingly support Operation Restore 
Hope, blame the U.S. government for 
helping create the crisis. Jama, like a 
majority of the 200 Somalis in the 
East Bay, comes from the northem 
area of Somalia, which was heavily 
bombed in 1988 by former Somali 
dictator Mohamed Siad Barre. Siad 
enlisted southern Somalis to fight 
back a strong secessionary movement 
for an independent Somaliland in the 
north, Jama said. The southern war- 
ring clans — the same one the United 
States has now brought to the negoti- 
ating table — helped Siad destroy 
Jama’s home region, wiping out its 
economy, communications systems, 
water lines, electricity, churches, and 
hospitals, and leaving behind under- 
ground mines that kill an estimated 50 
_ Somalis daily. 

It’s difficult, Jama said, to watch 
Western journalists portray Ameri- 
cans as international saviors, since it 
was Siad’s brutal, U.S.-backed mili- 
tary regime that plunged Somalia

into famine and chaos. 

The United States began support- 
ing Siad in 1974, after the then- 
Soviet Union began backing neigh- 
boring Ethiopia. Siad enticed Amer- 
ican support by offering a strategic 
port near Middle East oil fields and 
the use of former Soviet military 
facilities. 

“With the collapse of the Soviet 
Union, Somalia was no longer an 
asset, so we just pulled out, leaving 
behind our weaponry, which has 
been picked up by these warlords,” 
Danaher said. 

Siad fled the country in January 
1991, and remaining clans warring 
for power took over food supplies, 
making a desperate situation even 
worse. 


LOOK TO THE U.N. 

Whatever their particular views on 
the effectiveness of the U.S. action, 
most of the people interviewed by 
the Bay Guardian said the task 
should have been undertaken by the 
United Nations, which must play the 
lead role in helping Somalia restore 
political stability. 

Bush’s plan calls for a U.N. 
peacekeeping force to take over in 
Somalia once the food lines are 
flowing, conveniently scheduled for 
Jan. 20, the day he leaves office. 

The catch is that no such U.N. 
force has been formed or financed, 
largely because the United States 
has withheld its troops and more 
than $700 million in dues from the 
U.N., rendering the peacekeeping 
body unable to muster an effective 
force in Somalia or anywhere else. 

“There seems to be a great expec- 
tation that the U.N. will be able to 
handle the next peacekeeping phase. 
I don’t have much confidence in that 
until I see that the major powers are 
willing to provide the resources and 
leadership so that the U.N. can and 
will be able to do those things,” 
Lyons said. 

Lyons added that the U.N. is 
already overextended in the face of 
numerous post-Cold War civil wars. 
“There are many countries just wait- 
ing to become Somalias, like 
Mozambique, Sudan, Zaire, Liberia, 
Kenya, Cambodia, the Balkans, and 
the former Soviet Union,” Lyons 
said. 

“For the coming years, the chal- 
lenge of American foreign policy 
will be to develop conflict-avoid- 
ance capacities and preemptive 
diplomacy to prevent the breakdown 
of social and political order in the 
world — something we haven’t real- 
ly had much success or experience 
doing.” 

“Tf we don’t start putting more 
muscle behind the U.N.,” Lyons 
said, “all we will be doing is putting 
out fires rather than preventing 
them.” @

While the discussion focused 
mostly on ways to cut wages and 
benefits, unions argued for early- 
retirement incentives instead. 

In the government-restructuring 
subcommittee, participants decided 
at the outset that they would not 
consider the chief reform that 
might yield a city government with 
both power and accountability: cre- 
ating either a strong mayor ora 
strong city/county manager. 

The city government now con- 
sists of three separate branches, 
tuled respectively by the mayor, 
the Board of Supervisors, and the 
chief administrative officer, Rudy 
Nothenberg. While the board and 
the mayor must work together on 
legislation, each oversees different 
departments of the city. In turn, 
nearly every one of those depart- 
ments is ruled by a citizens com- 
mission, whose members are in 
most cases appointed by the may- 
or. 

The structure was designed in 
1932, at the end of the Progressive 
Era, by city leaders who were try- 
ing to eliminate corruption in City 
Hall. “The city charter was written 
by people who liked professional 
managers and disliked politicians,” 
said Haas. “It put the greatest 
responsibility on professional 
managers and created citizen com- 
missions to act as buffers. But one 
of the problems is there are so 
many checks and balances against 
corruption, it doesn’t allow much 
room for efficiency, cost-savings, 
or effectiveness.” 

But previous charter-reform 
efforts have run aground precisely 
because of opposition to the strong 
mayor or strong city manager form 
of government. Perhaps mindful of 
this track record, the government- 
restructuring subcommittee dodged 
this primary issue at its second 
meeting, saying there wasn’t suffi- 
cient time to deal with it. 

But last week, Nothenberg told 
the subcommittee in no uncertain 
terms that it must go back and 
reconsider the mayor/city manager 
issue, now that the pressure is off 
for a spring election. 

“You are ignoring the primary 
problem restructuring poses, and 
that is how we manage the city,” 
Nothenberg said. “If you want to 
deal with managing the city, you 
have to address the issue that no one 
is in charge. If you don’t use the cri- 
sis to address the central issue, it 
doesn’t matter what you do. 

“We need either a strong county 
administrative officer/city manag- 
er or a strong mayor. What we cur- 
rently have is simply dysfunction- 
al.” 

Some observers saw Nothen- 
berg’s speech as a blatant power 
play. Controller Harrington 
responded, “In the next five 
months, I don’t see this committee 
getting rid of a mayor, creating 
five district supervisors and a 
CAO [chief administrative offi- 
cer].” 

Replied Nothenberg: “If you 
don’t figure out who will manage, 
you will just make things 
worse.” @

Unique. desirable. affordable. 
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Bill Tamayo’s 

life is 

a success story 
in the struggle 
against racism

ORTY YEARS AGO, Bill 
Tamayo’s parents went 
house-hunting in San Fran- 
cisco. 

“We tried to buy a house north of 
California Street,” said Tamayo, 
now the managing attomey of the 
Asian Law Caucus. “And they 
wouldn’t let my father go there, 
even just to look.” 

Such routine discrimination 
against Asians, said Tamayo, fol- 
lowed a tradition codified in the 
racially exclusionary laws of the late 
19th and early 20th centuries. 

“By law in Califomia,” said 
Tamayo, with icy precision, “Asians 
could not vote, could not be in 
juries, could not be members of the 
Legislature, and could not be on the 
bench.... That’s the legacy that we 
bear as Californians.” 

To say that racism makes Bill 
Tamayo angry would be putting it 
mildly. When Tamayo recalls the 
puzzled department store clerks sur- 
ptised that he speaks English so 
well, his rage begins to simmer. It 
surfaces when he talks about his 
work defending immigrant Asian 
women who have been battered by 
their white husbands and then 
threatened with deportation if they 
dare to complain. It boils over when 
he dissects the historical role of non- 
white labor in the American capital- 
ist system — whether as slaves or 
‘sugarcane cutters. 

Tamayo’s father was one of the 

‘thousands of Filipino laborers 
imported to work on Hawaii’s sugar 
plantations. Tamayo’s own life is a 
case study in how a working-class 
scion becomes a community advo- 
cate, a success story for the struggle 
against racism. 

Shortly after WWII Tamayo’s 
parents settled in San Francisco, 
where his father worked as a janitor 
and, said Tamayo, “my mother 
worked for the minimum wage as a 
beautician in a shop that had all 
white customers.” 

“She was never paid for overtime 
and I would see her come home and 
cry about working ten to twelve 
hours a day,” he said. “She would 
cty.and express her bitterness at the 
kind of shit she would have to take 
and the ass-kissing that she had to

ple of color getting beat up.... I was a 
colored boy in San Francisco. And 
that was no ‘realization.’ That was 
told to me.” 

Tamayo attended high school in 
San Francisco while the Bay Area 
was awash with late-’60s passions. 
His older sister helped lead the 1971 
Third World Strike at SF State, 
demanding the inclusion of curricu- 
lum reforms addressing minority 
concems. Tamayo, in tum, later 
became president of the Filipino 
Students Organization at SFSU. 

“It was a very exciting time,” 
said Tamayo, “because Asian 
American studies was still relatively 
new.... By taking Asian American 
studies classes you realize ... a lot of 
things going on about race politics 
in the United States.” 

Tamayo said he took advantage 
of affirmative action programs in his 
quest to become a lawyer. As soon 
as he graduated from UC Davis law 
school he went to work for the Asian 
Law Caucus. 

At ALC, Tamayo has worked on 
redistricting efforts aimed at giving 
Asian Americans a louder voice in 
government and on legislation 
involving immigrants rights, the 
minimum wage, job discrimination, 
and housing. Tamayo provides low- 
cost legal service in his own special- 
ty of immigration law. 

California’s demographic 
changes over the past two decades 
have ensured that the need for such 
services has steadily grown. After 
1965, landmark changes in immi- 
gration law reopened the doors to 
Asian immigrants, who poured into 
the United States by the millions, 
more than doubling the number of 
Asians in California alone. 


Contrary to the popular concep- 
tion of Asian Americans as the 
“model minority” — a well-off, 
highly skilled, and upwardly mobile 
ethnic group — the clients Tamayo 
sees on a daily basis are nothing of 
the sort, he says. 

“As an immigration lawyer,” said 
Tamayo, “I represent a sector of 
society that oftentimes is nonwhite, 
non-citizen, and non-English-speak- 
ing; that can’t vote, that has no mon- 
ey, that has some of the worst jobs at 
the lowest pay; lives in fear of 
deportation and if deported faces 
extreme poverty or persecution or 
both.” 

So while it might be true that for 
some members of that loose grab 
bag of ethnicities known as “Asian 
Americans” conditions may have 
improved, Tamayo emphasized that 
racism still permeates American 
society. Hate crimes, pressure to 
restrict immigration, and “official” 
language movements all prove, said 
Tamayo, that racism is still “so pow- 
erful a social relationship that whites 
fight and kill and legislate for it. 

“So you have to fight it in every 
kind of arena, using every type of 
tool possible ... pushing for affirma- 
tive action, pushing for more hous- 
ing, for more job training.” 

Bill Tamayo is exactly what ear- 
lier civil rights activists hoped for: a 
man whose access to education 
allowed him to become a force for 
good in his community. 

Nevertheless, “but for affirma- 
tive action and minority programs,” 
Tamayo said, “I probably would not 
be here. You can say that I’m part of 
the American tradition, but in fact 
affirmative action is something of 
an aberration.” @

SINGAPORE I HING 


By JANET HAZEN 


NAN AREA overflowing with 
restaurants and food, it’s good 
to know that there could be 
one more new taste sensation 
just around the comer. Singapore 
Straits has been delighting Asian 
food enthusiasts since 1987, when 
owner Christopher Yeo and his 
family opened up shop. Five years 
and one expansion later, Singapore 
Straits is still considered one of the 
more stylish Asian restaurants in 
the city. Hand-painted murals, 
playful palm trees, a full bar, and a 
special brunch menu are unique 
among most neighborhood Asian 
eateries; clearly Mr. Yeo is interest- 
ed in offering more than just fine 
Singaporean cuisine in a market 


. flooded with excellent Asian 


restaurants. Soft music and dim 
lighting make dinner at Singapore 
Straits soothing and romantic. The 
service at dinnertime was profes- 
sional and smooth; our server was 
well versed in the intricacies of the 
cuisine, and answered all questions 
without a moment’s pause. 

We began our meal with four 
deep-fried samosas ($5.50), filled 
with mixed spiced vegetables 
enclosed in a crisp wrapper. A 
sweet-hot chili dipping sauce added 
to the appeal of these habit-forming 
appetizers. 

Singaporean chicken curry 
($7.95) was comprised of several 
ultra-tender chicken thighs and 
potatoes in a rich, sumptuous 
coconut-based curry sauce. Nasi 
goreng ($6.50) was the perfect foil 
for this saucy dish. This complex 
and very tasty rice dish served ina 
molded shape contained diced veg-

etables and shrimp, and tasted of 
toasted coconut. Garnished with 
fried shallots and accompanied by 
pickled vegetables, this is a very 
rewarding dish. Unique and won- 
derful sambal ikan goreng ($8.95) 
was a deep-fried boneless trout 
served crispy on the outside and 
moist inside, topped with a robust 
sauce made with garlic, shallots, 
lemongrass, ginger, and lime juice. 
All our food was so good that it 
would be difficult to eat here again 
without ordering the same exact 
dishes. 

The food was excellent on 
another visit, but the service and 
tone were a bit off. Sunday brunch 
started off on a rather dispassionate 
note; I got the feeling they weren’t 
ready for business, or perhaps they 
just weren’t in the mood. I definite- 
ly wasn’t in the mood for rap music 
the first hour of our Sunday mor- 
ing meal. The special banana-leaf 
Sunday brunch is a terrific idea for 
those in search of an alternative 
weekend morning meal, but the 
standard lunch menu is also avail- 
able on Sunday moming. 

We began our meal witha 
request for a gin fizz, which seemed 
to stop our server in his tracks, and 
when we asked about Kelly’s cock- 
tail (listed on the menu), he referred 

us to a Singapore Sling. After much 
confusion, we ordered a Bloody 
Mary, Kelly’s cocktail, and a cool 
refreshing lassi ($3) concocted with 
yogurt, mango, and spices. A 10- 
minute wait resulted in fine brunch 
cocktails delivered with an apology. 

Poh pia ($4.95) — an appetizer 
made with a stuffing of vegetables, 
Chinese sausage, eggs, and shrimp 
rolled in a delicate wrapper drizzled 
with plum and hot chili sauces — 
hints of the Indonesian influences 
in this cuisine. Murtabak ($5.95), 
made with a large, thin round of 
Indian bread spread with spicy 
minced beef, is folded over, pan- 
fried, and served with a coconut- 


curry dipping sauce. This savory 
appetizer reminded me of the deli- 
cious newspaper-wrapped 
murtabak sold by street vendors in 
Malaysia and Singapore. 

Irecommend trying one of the 
three Singaporean brunch items that 
come on a large banana leaf with 
several interesting acco’ 

Ayam tandoori ($9.95), half a anal’ 
game hen, is first marinated and 
rubbed with ginger, lemongrass, 
curry, and other exotic spices, then 
grilled until the skin is crisp and the 
interior juicy and succulent. Curried 
cauliflower and carrots, mango chut- 
ney, spiced pineapple, and wonder- 
ful sweet rice spiked with raisins and 
peanuts make this a satisfying and 
unique meal. A dish described as 
beef cooked in lime leaves ($8.50) 
was rich and tender. The intense 
coconut-based sauce reminded me 
of Thai curries — layers of flavor 
created by long cooking and numer- 
ous spices. Chap chye ($6.95), a 
light and sensitive vegetable dish 
with big flavors hinting of smoke, is 
made with dried mushrooms and 
bean curd, lily root, cabbage, car- 
rots, and bean thread noodles. 

A noodle dish made with vermi- 
celli noodles, chicken, and mush- 
rooms, gai si mee ($4.95), is pleas-

A KITTEN WITH no whiskers is 

hurling itself repeatedly off 

the bed and there’s a strange, 

scratchy rumble coming from 

an intercom mounted to the 

wall. Above me, motorcycle 
fenders, steel chains, dismantled gearshifts, engine 
parts, mufflers, and rusty pieces of scrap metal are sus- 
pended neatly on hooks and beams like an inventory of 
highway wreckage. Flipper bassist John Dougherty, 
who calls this windowless concrete cave home, is sort- 
ing through a mess of motorcycle manuals, videotapes, 
and cans of insect repellent, looking for a lost piece of 
paper. 

“I got it,” he says with a sharp grin, holding up a 
crumpled computer printout that’s labeled “Flipper: 
National Media Targets.” The sheet, which Dougherty 
copped from the files of Flipper’s new record label, Def 
American, contains a lengthy list of newspapers, maga- 
zines, and TV programs targeted as potential high-pro- 
file publicity for the band’s new album, American 
Grafishy. Scrutinizing each entry on the list, Dougherty 
and drummer Steve De Pace seem baffled by the notion 
that Flipper may soon be invited to appear on programs 
such as Arsenio Hall, Saturday Night Live, and the CBS 
Morning News, as well as on CNN. 

“CNN wants you to fly to L.A. for ‘a piece on rock 
*n’ roll and heroin,’” Dougherty tells De Pace, reading 
one entry aloud. “They’1l probably ask you to confess 
all of our addictions on national TV.” 

“This whole thing is weird, man,” says De Pace. 
“Punk rock didn’t used to be like this.” 

hirteen years after 
playing its first gig at the Mabuhay Gar- 
dens and five 
years since 
bassist/singer Will 
Shatter died of a 
heroin overdose, 
Flipper is back with a new 
bassist, a new album, and a spirit 
as manic and out of control as 
the day the group was formed. A 
pet project of Def American 
president Rick Rubin, who once 
played in a Flipper copy band 
called Hose, it is easy to be skep- 
tical of the group’s corporate- 
sponsored comeback. 

Particularly now that 

grunge” (a term used to 
describe Flipper as early as 
1980) has become the latest hip 
rock trend, and punk dinosaurs 
such as Social Distortion, Fear, 
and even the Sex Pistols are in 
various stages of their own 
comebacks, one can’t help but 
wonder about Flipper’s motives 
for regrouping. 

But you only have to spin 
Flipper’s new album once to 
realize the band is after more 
than a quick buck. Recorded 
mostly live in two frenzied days 
last summer, American Grafishy 
is araw blast of sonic chaos, a 
hard, penetrating album that’ ll 
tattle the soul of anyone who’s 
been duped into believing Nir- 


vana’s the last word in punk. 

“I’ve seen a lot of stuff lately about ‘the year punk 
broke’ and all that,” says singer Bruce Lose, referring to 
the new Sonic Youth tour movie, 1991: The Year That 
Punk Broke. “The way I see it, everything about punk 
broke except the music. The name broke, the clothes 
broke, but what about the music? Isn’t that the most 
important part?” 

To Lose, Nirvana is a bubble-gum pop band, Sonic 
Youth is a wimpy art-rock outfit, and grunge isn’t 
something you produce by means of a fuzzy bass line 
— it’s a way of life. “All these bands are throwing all 
this fuckin’ trash, thrash, and grunge back at us, music I 
dubbed ‘drock ’n’ droll’ like 10 years ago, and most of 
them are just doing this fake, phony, rip-off shit,” he 
says. “Flipper didn’t just sit around one day and go, 
‘Hey, let’s make grunge music.’ It’s just the kind of 
music that comes out of our weird twisted minds and 
our broken-down instruments.” 

“We started this whole mess,” Lose says, laughing. 
“So now I guess it’s up to us to go out there and finish 
it 

i) first met Flipper a month ago at a tour stop in 
Oklahoma City, Okla., where I spent a week- 
end interviewing the band for a story to appear 
in Option magazine. It was a strange experi- 
ence to travel 1,800 miles to interview a band 

t lives five blocks from my house, and we 
spent the weekend goofing off, drinking beer, and sail- 
ing on a lake just outside the city. What intrigued me 
most about taking that trip was the chance to see Flipper 
play live in another part of the country, to find out how 
a Midwestern crowd would react to an aging California 
hardcore band. If Flipper could make it in the heart of 
the Bible Belt, I figured, they could make it anywhere. 

An hour before sound check, though, the gig was 


canceled and guitarist Ted Falconi threatened to hand- 
cuff me to the tour bus and hijack me to Dallas for the 
next day’s show. I don’t know whether or not he was 
serious, but a couple of hours later I was saved when a 
crew of local teenage punks came by the hotel and 
invited Flipper to play a party at their house. 

The band jumped at the chance, and in the RV on the 
way over, Lose told me this would be the first time Flip- 
per played a house party since Bakersfield, 1982. It 
might as well have been 1982 that night as Flipper tore 
into a screeching, sloppy set of raw, blissful punk in 
front of about 100 wildly slam-dancing teens. Wearing 
combat boots, ripped T-shirts, and brightly dyed hair, 
this new generation of punks surged back and forth 
across the small, furnitureless room, breaking down one 
door and punching a hole in another. Ted Falconi’s 
scraping, chaotic guitar licks crashed wildly into 
Dougherty’s crude bass riffing, and De Pace somehow 
kept the group in near-perfect synch throughout the 
hourlong show. In the middle of one song, Lose bar- 
reled headfirst into the crowd, bouncing onto some- 
one’s shoulders before diving back toward the 
makeshift stage, and somehow landed on his feet. 


hough Flipper’s only been back in Oak- 
land for three weeks, Lose is already 
jonesing for life on the road and anxious- 
ly awaiting the Jan. 12 release of Ameri- 
can Grafishy. Homeless, penniless, and 
fending off several irate creditors, Lose 
spends the days hanging out with his 6-year-old son, 
Montgomery, piecing back together his relationship 
with his wife Meri St. Mary, writing songs and trying to 
stay away from heroin. 
“T felt really great the first couple days we were back 
[from the tour],” Lose says, “but then the reality of 
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‘National Media Targets’: 
Flipper’s John Doughtery

6 HIS IS NOT a dress 
rehearsal for some big- 
ger, more important dis- 
ease,” the New York 

Times Magazine soberly informed 


us a few weeks ago. “Pandemic 
influenza will be, almost without a 
doubt, a major plague when it 
emerges, probably in the next sev- 
eral years.” 

The future virus they described is 
going to confound attempts to cure it, 
cross continental borders, walk 


with a swagger. 

Oh, and lay waste to 
humankind. But not 
before it gives us a 
chance to worry about 
what this hostile genet- 
ic takeover might 
mean. Not before it 
gives us the chance to 
chew on the idea that 
humans are just shop- 
ping carts for the evo- 
lution of more durable 
life-forms, carriers for 
tiny strands of genetic 
material while they par- 
ty, recombine, and test 
their survival skills against antibi- 
otics. Not before it gives us time to 
find someone to blame. 

And not before it gives us one 
more subtext to unwrap from the 
Dracula Christmas package. 


APOCALYPSE HOW? 

In Francis Ford Coppola’s beautiful 
Bram Stoker’s Dracula, there’s 
blood; copious amounts of it. Blood 
is potent, a symbol for AIDS, etc. 
We’ve been through that. But there 
are also women. Women, especial- 
ly with one breast exposed and 
refusing to lie still in uncontrolled, 
hysterical passion, as they are in 
Dracula, are also potent. Women 
have a long relationship with blood, 
full moons, sex, disease — and 
being seen as carriers. 

Women, in addition to carrying 
the children and the “feminine pro- 
tection,” still carry the burden of 
sexual symbolism — from the cov- 
er of Red Hot Chili Peppers’ Moth- 
er’s Milk, which I’m enjoying as I 
write this, to the ungirdled sirens in 
the Coppola vampire pit. And 
women, when it comes to disease, 
art, and representation, also get to 
reap the rewards of this strange cul- 
tural position, which means they 
often carry the blame. 

It didn’t take long in the AIDS 
epidemic to find a way to focus 
blame on women. The ones we 
found were prostitutes, women who 
sell the only thing the culture has 
left them to sell after they’ve been 


stripped of respect, opportunity, 





money. Like the babes-in-fangs in 
the Count’s dungeon, female pros- 
titutes are seen as leaving their 
helpless victims to waste, their 
neighborhoods or houses places 
where the disease bubbles and 
threatens to burst. 

Bram Stoker’s Dracula, howev- 
er, took a more circuitous route to 
teach women restraint. 


ASHES, ASHES.... 
The New York Times Magazine’s 
article, to its credit, blamed ducks, 
not women, for the 
potential development 
of a deadly killer. The 
current fears of genetic 
recombination were 
placed on Asian pig- 
duck-chicken farm- 
ing, where these ani- 
mals’ stomachs act as 
“reservoirs” for the 
mixing of flu viruses. 
But still, there was 
that voice — not a 
voice in the wilder- 
ness, but Richard M. 
Krause, formerly of 
the National Institute 
of Allergy and Infec- 
tious Diseases, equat- 
ing alleviating “stress on the eco- 
system” with your more traditional 
family values. “A major dislocation 
in the social structure — love, hate, 
peace, war, urbanization, overpop- 
ulation, economic depression, peo- 
ple having so much leisure they 
sleep with five different people a 
night [italics mine],” he said, 
“whatever it is that puts a stress on 
the ecological system, can alter the 
equilibrium between man and 
microbes.” 

He was right — in the context of 
an argument that lays the blame for 
the development of many viruses 
on civilization — the massive, 
rapid, unchecked spread of Western 
civilization. 

But in Dracula, that force was 
desire, and much of it female. Men, 
while arguing over whether civi- 
lization or the lack of it was causing 
the havoc, kept their desire in check 
(even the Count himself let Mina 
make the decision to drink for her- 
self). 

But women, while under the 
protection of men, couldn’t control 
themselves. 

Sadie Frost’s Lucy died from 
desire — because she couldn’t say 
no, and she was “sick” long before 
the bite — under some censure from 
the upright Keanu Reeves’ Jonathan 
for her loose behavior. Winona 
Ryder’s Mina saved the day only 
when she killed hers. There’s a 

good movie and a bad moral in all 
this: Just remember not to swallow 
this blood story whole. @ 
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being here sunk in.... The DMV’s 
sending me all these tickets for a car 
that’s not mine; the guy we were 
paying rent for the rehearsal space 
hasn’t been paying the landlord and 
we might get evicted. It’s a mess 
and I can’t wait ’til we get our shit 
together and get back out on the 
toad. I can function much better in 
that environment.” 

Flipper’s next tour, tentatively 
scheduled to start in February, could 
last anywhere from three months to 
a year, depending on how the album 
sells. In the meantime, the band is in 
a bind. Def American’s initial 
$25,000 recording advance ran out a 
long time ago and the label refuses 
to fork over any more money until 
the next tour starts. And though 
Lose, De Pace, and Dougherty (Ted 
Falconi couldn’t be located for this 
interview) are willing to talk about 
the band’s history, the new album, 
drugs, or their ongoing legal dispute 
with former label Subterranean 
Records, the conversation invari- 
ably turns back to money problems. 

“They say when you’ re an artist, 
your greatest works come out of 
boredom, starvation, and pain,” says 
De Pace, leaning up against the 
wooden bed frame in Dougherty’s 
cave. “Maybe Rubin knows that and 
he’s trying to get the best stuff out 
of us he can by holding out.” 

“That’s not too smart,” responds 
Dougherty. “We might starve to 
death in the meantime.” 

“Better starve to death than die 
of an overdose,” says De Pace. 

“T don’t know about that,” says 
Dougherty. “At least overdosing is 
faster.” 


ater that night, Lose 

dumps his bicycle in the 

back of my truck and I 

drive him across town to 

924 Gilman, where 
some of his friends are performing 
ina band called Tilt. 

As we pull up in front of the all- 
ages, no-alcohol club, a new genera- 
tion of punk teens — dressed in 
army boots and ripped flannels, 
their hair dyed red, black, blue, and 
preen — is loafing out front. I won- 
der if the kids will recognize Bruce 
Lose, or if they know he played a 
big part in creating the scene. But as 
Lose wheels his bike up the rainy 
sidewalk in front of a half-dozen 
teens smoking cigarettes and eating 
potato chips, no one shoots him a 
familiar glance. 

It seems strange that Bruce Lose, 
the singer for Flipper, a band that’s 
finally got a shot at commercial suc- 
cess after a decade of struggling in 
the local scene, goes unnoticed by 
the punk rock fans in his own home- 
town. 

But as I’m about to get back in 
my car, I notice two girls no older 
than 15 sitting on the curb, whisper- 
ing to each other and gesturing in 
Lose’s direction. One has a shaved 
head and the other a short mop of jet 
black curls. Though I can’t hear 
their words, both start to giggle and 
squirm as Lose walks past them 
toward the front door. I’m not sure 
if they know he’s a member of Flip- 
per, or if they just think he’s cute. 
But either way, it probably makes 
Bruce Lose feel pretty good. @

EIL JORDAN’S remark- 

able The Crying Game 

— a dizzying tumult of 

narrative whoops-a- 
daisies and sudden emotional plum- 
mets — certainly makes for this 
Xmas season’s most turbulent mag- 
ic carpet ride. Unequal parts politi- 
cal thriller, intoxicating romance, 
and spiritual journey, The Crying 
Game’s deftly literate exploration 
of its characters’ (and the audi- 
ence’s) capacity for self-deception 
is as achingly suspenseful as it is 
emotionally satisfying. It never lets 
on where it’s headed — but with 
each arrival at someplace new, 
completely reframes your notions 
of where it’s been. 

Opening at a dumpy carnival in 
Ireland’s rural South Armagh, the 
film starts out like an update of 
Brendan Behan’s The Hostage: 
Jody (Forest Whitaker), an appar- 
ently loutish and lumbering off- 
duty black British soldier, is led 
down the garden path by ostensible 
floozy Jude (Miranda Richardson), 
an IRA terrorist whose compatriots 
materialize to kidnap the soldier the 
moment their fleeting tryst begins. 
Hoping to exchange him for one of 
their captured countrymen, the 
nationalists hold Jody hostage ina 
decrepit greenhouse, where he’s 
guarded by Fergus (Stephen Rea), a 
republican volunteer with the face 
of a lovable hound. 


As quickly as they’re estab- 
lished, first impressions begin to 
slip away. The wily and life-loving 
Jody not only convinces the caring 
Fergus to remove the black hood 
under which his captors had placed 
him, he seduces him into a soldier’s 
camaraderie, as well. Before long, 
the unlikely pair are trading stories 
about women and sports, and swap- 
ping laughs over the delicate situa- 
tion that arises when Fergus has to 
help Jody — his hands still bound 
— take an urgent leak. Painfully 
aware of his impending fate, Jody 
even manages to secure Fergus’ 
promise to look in on his girl, Dil, 
in the event of his demise. 

As the relationship between the 
men shifts ground, the first in a 
series of ironies slips into view. 
Who is the greater victim: Irish 
nationals living under a repressive 
regime in their own country? A 
doomed black soldier — already a 
member of an oppressed British 
minority — forced into service 
through economic necessity as part 
of that repressive regime? Or the 
soldier who loses sight of the 
human being that exists inside his 
“enemy”? 

Inexorably, Jody meets his 
dreaded fate — though not in a way 


. you’d anticipate — and the film 


shifts gears again. In shades of Car- 
ol Reed’s Odd Man Out, Fergus 
goes underground, making his way 
to London and into the acquain- 
tance of the enigmatic Dil (Jaye 
Davidson), a hairdresser and pre- 
sumable good-time girl. Though 
enchanted by Dil’s flirty cynicism 
and beguiling manner, Fergus’ 
obsession with the dead man’s mate 





is clearly predicated on the hot- 
house romance that had developed 
in the film’s agonized first act. But 
the contortions through which Fer- 
gus’ political convictions, and his 
capacity for love, are driven in the 
film’s last hour are what render The 
Crying Game truly marvelous. 


FLUID MOTIVATIONS 

“It’s funny the way things go — 
never the way you expected,” mus- 
es Dil as Fergus’ attraction to her 
becomes increasingly impassioned 
— and so too with the progress of 
The Crying Game. A brilliantly 
structured cycle of fluid motiva- 
tions, doubled gestures, and double 
entendres, the film delights in 
replaying situations with an aston- 
ishing variety of unexpected twists. 
To say much more about its plot 


would be criminal, and one should 


already stand on guard against 
those recreant critics who would 
stoop to spoiling the film’s careful- 
ly earned surprises. 

No secret should be made, how- 
ever, of the sizable accomplish- 
ments of the film’s wonderfully 
diverse cast. Forest Whitaker con- 
veys more complex emotion with a 
quivering lip and a devious smile 
than most actors can with a moun- 
tain of Method: That he creates an 
altogether indelible character while 
spending most of his role with his 
head in a bag is powerful testimony 
to his talents. Newcomer Jaye 
Davidson — bearing a curious 
resemblance to Cathy Tyson in Jor- 
dan’s Mona Lisa — invests so 
much of herself in the role of Dil 
that it seems no one else could pos- 
sibly have played it. Mike Leigh 
regular Jim Broadbent turns up ina 
delightful supporting part as the 
bartender Col, imbuing lines like 
“Who knows the secrets of the 
human heart?” with a crackling 
undercurrent of snidery. 

Walking away with the film, 
however, is its low-key star, the 
estimable Stephen Rea. A much 
vaunted Irish theatrical performer 
(he’s currently appearing on Broad- 
way in Someone Who'll Watch 
Over Me) and star of Jordan’s 1982 
debut Danny Boy, Rea is perfect as 
the troubled Fergus — a man 
whose limitlessly kindhearted 
nature forms the emotional center 
of the film. “I love the kind of act- 
ing that is receptive, that doesn’t 
need to fill itself with business,” 
Jordan told me recently. “And 
Stephen’s just the opposite — he 
can just be, and be very effective, 
very intelligent.” 

Those same sentiments might 
well be applied to Jordan’s career, 
which, since his early successes — 
Danny Boy, The Company of 
Wolves, and Mona Lisa — has been 
marred by ill-conceived Hollywood 
projects. The Crying Game, pro- 
duced free of studio interference, 
makes it clear his work is strongest 
when he’s allowed to “just be.” A 
formidable return to his favored 
themes of sexual politics and racial 
identity, The Crying Game isn’t just 
a smashing comeback for Neil Jor- 
dan — it’s the most intelligent 
thriller of the year and a shoo-in for 
anyone’s Ten Best of "92. @ 
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Mascara club: Murphy’s sexy, even in ail that makeup. 


CAPITOL GAINS 


THE DISTINGUISHED GENTLE-

DDIE Murphy has done it. 
He’s done it with way too 
much makeup on, but he’s 
finally made a movie 
that’s funny in a subdued way, that 
lightheartedly mocks as it seriously 
maligns. He has created a character 
just over-the-top enough to thor- 
oughly entertain and just under-the- 
top enough not to be what has 
become a typical, self-conscious, 
hollow Eddie Murphy character. 

In this story of a small-time con 
man in the biggest con of his life, 
Murphy’s character Thomas Jeffer- 
son Johnson (the “distinguished 
gentleman” from Florida) finagles 
his way into Congress and finds that 
he’s playing with the biggest sleaze- 
bags in America. While detailing 
his amusing interactions with his 
colleagues on The Hill, the movie 
perfectly captures Murphy’s gap- 
toothed slyness. Charles S. Dutton 
(Fox’s Roc) is convincing as a bow- 
tie-wearing preacher/congressman, 
and Sheryl Lee Ralph hams it up as 
Murphy’s cousin, the vibrant show- 
piece “Miss Loretta.” 

The first part of the movie — 
which like Malcolm X opens witha 
huge American flag, though to an 


entirely different end — before 
Murphy’s character is elected (with 
the elbow grease of a senior citi- 
zens’ group with a savvy leader), 
his antics ring tinny. And James 
Garner’s throwaway cameo as a 
slimy, overly ardent congressman is 
cookie-cutter, without any memo- 
rable tics or gags. But when Mr. 
Johnson goes to Washington, riding 
on one of the funniest acceptance 
speeches — authentic or otherwise 
— ever, the ride begins: Murphy 
can still work magic with an arch of 
his eyebrow and he can still rise 
miles above mediocre material. 
Throughout The Distinguished 
Gentleman, he uses, to hilarious 
effect, his legendary skills as a 
mimic, and he looks sexy, even in 
all that makeup, in a tuxedo. 

Murphy gets rather hastily 
“turned around” by a pair of angry 
constituents (and a beautiful wom- 
an, The Young and the Restless’ 
Victoria Rowell), and then proceeds 
to pull a rather convoluted scam on 
the greedy Washington politicos. 
Cultural pundits could make a good 
case about Murphy making a movie 
wherein he and his “minority” staff 
are the personifications of “colored” 
people being the conscience of 
America on American film for 
about the millionth time, but as a 
spectator, you'll be pleased that 
Murphy has found a movie that 
suits his rather clumsily managed, 
new family-man persona. @

AFEW GOOD MEN 

Was the killing a “Code Red”? The 
question keeps coming up but isn’t 
clarified when two Marines are 
accused of murdering a platoon 
member on Cuba's Guantanamo Bay 


“U.S. Naval base. The Navy's eager for 


a coverup and cynically appoints just- 
out-of-Harvard Lt. Tom Cruise, who's 
living in his famous lawyer father’s 
shadow. Fellow defense team mem- 
ber Lt. Commander Demi Moore 
senses his lack of conviction and 
refuses to let him off any legal hook, 
and as he's slowly drawn in, the con- 
voluted plot becomes corresponding- 
ly mesmerizing, and “Code Red” 
more and more ominous. Cruise is 
fine, and prosecuting attomey Kevin 
Bacon and Cruise's right-hand man 
Kevin Pollack do sterling court duty, 
but it’s Col. Jack Nicholson who 
steals the show as he tries to get 
away with legal murder, and finally 
clarifies “Code Red.” The court 
scenes are slightly overlong, but that 
aside, Rob Reiner’s movie's riveting, 
thanks to its more than a few good 
men and exceptionally good woman 
Moore. (Cinema 21, SF) 


AGOOD WOMAN 

In 1949 rural China, 18-year-old Yu 
Xingxian's married off to 6-year-old 
Yi Shaowei, a common practice 
designed to bring an addition to the 
husband's family’s work force. 
Xingxian’s mother-in-law is pleasant, 
and the clever little Shaowei regards 
his wife as an older sister, their only 
problem appearing to be his bed- 
wetting. They settle down to an 
affectionate routine, but then the 
mother-in-law’s nephew arrives to 
help with the farm work, and for the 
first time Xingxian feels the stirring of 
sexual passion. Torn between it and 
her over-docile nature she must 
make her choice, pitting desire 
against ingrained tradition, which 
brings her to the verge of spiritual 
collapse. It’s a fascinating theme in 
an exquisite setting and Shaowei’'s 
irresistible, but unfortunately Huang 
Jianzhong’s film's leisurely pace nev- 
er changes, and too much is talked 
about or implied rather than shown, 
which mutes its tragedy and deprives 
it of any real emotion. (Four Star, SF)

‘OU MIGHT EXPECT a play 

adapted from a novel to be 

wordy, un-theatrical. But 

Laurence Yep’s Dragon- 
wings, presented in the Berkeley 
Rep’s Parallel Season, avoids over- 
literary pitfalls. Together with direc- 
tor Phyllis S.K. Look, Yep has creat- 
ed a funny, fast-moving, and inge- 
niously staged drama from his young 
reader’s book about a Chinese Ameri- 
can aviator. 

The story is narrated by Moon 
Shadow (Radmar Agana Jao), a 
young Chinese boy who has come to 
join his handyman father, Windrider 
(Chris Tashima), in the Land of the 
Gold Mountain: turn-of-the-century 
San Francisco. Moon Shadow finds 
no gold, just hard work in the laundry 
of his Uncle Bright Star (David Furu- 


moto). And he’s soon drawn into his 
father’s dream of building and flying 
his own airplane. 

Yep covers a lot of history — Chi- 
nese railroad labor, racist immigra- 
tion laws, anti-Chinese violence — 
without tuming his play into a docu- 
mentary. Dragonwings also gets 
comic mileage out of the clash 
between cultures. The play’s high 
point is an afternoon social where a 
well-meaning white woman (Judith 
Marx) serves Windrider and Moon 
Shadow tea with sugar and milk. The 
boy’s unhappiness at the strange fla- 
vors and his bewilderment at the han- 
dles on the teacups are hilarious and 
affecting. 

While the texture of Chinatown 
street life is largely lost in the play, 
one compensation is the unfailingly 
creative staging. A huge kite floating 
over the stage is unfolded by two 
dancers (Claudine Ann Naganuma 
and Lisa Wallgren) and becomes the 
set. A giant dragon appears onstage in 
acolorful, stylized costume, and 
alters his size at will. Yep even sug- 
gests technological developments 
such as the car and the cinema with 


theatrical economy. And the father’s 
dream-fulfilling airplane flight 
becomes a delightful dance on air 
(choreographed by Jamie H.J. Guan). 

Yep’s theatrical creativity extends 
to his use of language. When the char- 
acters speak fluently and virtually 
without accents, they are speaking 
Chinese; when they encounter an 
Anglo and their speech becomes bro- 
ken and heavily accented, they are 
speaking English. We understand the 
convention instantly. 

The play is clearly intended for 
young audiences, and does inevitably 
employ some young-adult genre 
clichés. Moon Shadow vanquishes a 
neighborhood bully (David Kim), 
then befriends him. There’s even an 
image of whites and Chinese literally 
“pulling together.” And the play’s 
follow-your-dreams message is 
inescapable. The young-adult empha- 
sis is no surprise given the play’s 
source (it was commissioned by 
Berkeley Rep for touring in schools 
last year). So, although it’s possible to 
enjoy Dragonwings on your own, 
you’ ll have a better time if you bring 
along a 12-year-old or two. @

THE WEBER FAMILY CHRISTMAS 
For five years, campy quartet Fratelli 
Bologna has staged The Weber Family 
Christmas, a kitsch-o-rama that 
depends on the audience's willingness 
to surrender to absolute inanity. 

Like the cult groupies who attend 
the Rocky Horror Picture Show over 
and over, Weber audiences know 
their favorite family. Vocal encourage- 
ment, heckling, and call and response 
set the mood as this hypertypical 
nuclear unit moves about its garish 
pink living room. 

John Heart, pipe denched between 
his teeth, is patriarch-as-twit. Richard 
Dupell and Drew Letchworth as Mrs. 
Weber and daughter Sally Sue per- 
form in drag, and William Hall is 
Bradley, a young lad with raging hor- 
mones who has been abandoned by 
his parents. 

Fratelli Bologna hail from the 
school of comedy that believes drag is 
categorically comical. And while the 
set is rich, overflowing in gaudy ‘70s 
artifacts, the play itself ranges merely 
from cute to stupid. It’s steeped in 
sophomoric silliness, but the accom- 
panying video brims with finesse, pro- 
fessionalism, and a sophisticated 
humor: Bradley and Sally Sue watch a 
sex-ed video featuring animated 
sperm vying for their target. Later, the 
network news announces a myriad of 
Christmas miracles, including the dis- 
covery of a new planet — the exact 
duplicate of an unspoiled Earth. 

Come late. Arrive at intermission 
when “Christmas in a cup” is served 
—a shot glass of Tater Tot, teaspoon 
of cranberry sauce, and turkey scrap. 
Then perambulate the stage and check 
out the wonderland of American junk.

HAPPY DAYS 

Samuel Beckett's bleak view of 
human existence is expressed with 
the blackest of humor. In Happy Days 
the mix of horror and humor is espe- 
cially uneasy. Protagonist Winnie (Eri- 
ca Ruhl) is buried up to her waist in 
earth in the first act, and up to her 
neck in the second (we're left to 
imagine the third). She staves off 
despair by prattling to her mostly 
unseen partner Willie (Richard 
Burgess). Her breezy chatter, of 
course, is far from empty — it reveals 
painful truths about her situation, 
and our own. 

It should also inspire caustic laugh- 
ter. But at this production laughter is 
the furthest thing from your mind. 
Beckett's jokes need no emphasis, but 
director Tor Eklund underlines every 
irony and strains at every turn to impli- 
cate us in Winnie's predicament. This 
Winnie’s bitter self-awareness, how- 
ever, has the opposite effect of fore- 
closing our responses. Eklund’s heavy 
hand is also apparent in Ruhl’s odd 
voicings, stiff gestures, and funereal 
pacing. Happy Days remains timely, 
with its suggestions of ongoing eco- 
logical catastrophe. But despite the 
stunningly realized environment 
(uncredited), Michael Romero’s cre- 
ative lighting, and Ruhl’s game persis- 
tence in the demanding central role, 
the production feels misconceived 
from start to finish.

AT‘THE SPEED OF LIFE 

The audience enters the theater, ush- 
ered in by three characters dressed in 
white jumpsuits, to a set that seems as if 
it could be a futuristic television studio 
game show. Three television monitors 
are geometrically situated, one of which 
is accompanied by a light ready to indi- 
cate when we are “on line.” 

We're greeted by a live warm-up 
hostess who, over a background of 
new-age music and trippy videos, 
allows us to participate, waving to our 
mothers as we see our virtual selves 
panned across the monitors. Next we're 
introduced to a series of characters via 
telepresence, and in 10 seconds we're 
“online, somewhere in an 
Oreelliar/Star Trekan future, for the 
10-year celebration of One World Net- 
work. Our host for the evening is none 
other than Webb Owens, considered 
the father of Performance Activism.” 

For the next hour, Elbows Akimbo’s 
At the Speed of Life unfolds, offering a 
critique of a world full of wondrous _ 
technology that ignores the destruction 
of the planet. Sometimes it’s satiric and 
campy, at other times it’s naively 
eamest. While the syrupy host mouths 
the oneness of us all, the other charac- 
ters show the flip side, where the incred- 
ible technology permits surveillance, 
facilitating manipulation and control — 
where the possibility of communion is 
tumed into hostage-taking; where 
image is more powerful than reality, and 
people can be “disappeared.” 

The well-designed set and skillfully 
used video, both pre-produced and live- 
feed interactive material, were effective 
—more so than much of the onstage 
action. And in spite of setting out to 
criticize our warp-speed culture, At the 
Speed of Life could have benefited from 
some compression of its own.

MISS EVERS’ BOYS 

As subject matters go, a 40-year-long 
medical research project is not, intrin- 
sically, fodder for dynamic theater. 
But playwright/physician David Feld- 
shuh does his best to infuse Miss 
Evers’ Boys with a human dimension. 
Following a nurse’s relationship with 
her patients, Feldshuh’s play drama- 
tizes the infamous Tuskegee Study — 
a government-initiated project that 
followed the progression of untreat- 
ed syphilis in 400 black subjects. 
Denied informed consent, the men 
believed they were being treated, - 
while the government provided 
placebos and looked ahead to the 
day when they could conduct autop- 
sies. 

Miss Evers Judith Moreland) is a 
nurse caught between her profes- 
sional duty — supervising the “boys” 
who are part of the study — and her 
personal feelings about the injustice. 

The play bursts with possibility, 
but under Benny Sato Ambush’s 
sober direction, it lacks balance, shift- 
ing mood mechanically. The vitality, 
as when the tenant farmers Nurse 
Evers befriends cut loose with some 
terrific singing and dancing, seems 
forced, and makes for transitions that 
are often awkward. (It should be not- 
ed that Kent Gash’s Jillie dancing is 
sheer delight, and the rest of the 
“boys,” Wendell Pierce, Fracaswell 
Hyman, and Charles Branklyn, pro- 
vide fine performances as well.) 

Doctors Brodus and Douglas 
(Steven Anthony Jones and Dennis 
Barnett) deny effective treatment to 
their patients when penicillin is dis- 
covered. As the conscience of the 
drama, Nurse Evers battles the notion 
that God “gave” the disease to these 
men. And prevailing opinion was not 
to “throw white money after a col- 
ored man’s disease.” Sound familiar? 
In spite of its stop-and-start pacing, 
the all-too-contemporary echo of 
these themes gives Miss Evers’ Boys 
an undeniable power.

MORE TALES OF BRER RABBIT 

If Bugs Bunny was a brother, he’d be 
“Bra” Rabbit, the conniving trickster 
who “works” the other animals of the 
forest and always manages to get 
away. The Lorraine Hansberry The- 
atre’s adaptation of classic tales from 
African folklore and American slave 
legends mixes the timeless beauty of 
African oral tradition with contempo- 
rary African American themes. Passed 
through generations of slaves, these 
stories were collected by folklorist Joel 


_Chandler Harris and retold by his 


stereotypical character, Uncle Remus 
(remember “Zippity Doo-dah” ?). 
Stanley Williams’ direction continues 
in the greatness of African oral tradi- 
tion and allows all the characters to 
freely explore the ‘90s. 

Cool-ass Brer Rabbit strides with a 
bop, wears sagging jeans, and emu- 
lates other contemporary hip- 
hopisms. Brer Bear gives a sermon, 
Brer Fox considers Black Power (and 
revenge) with a clenched fist in the air, 
and the storyteller talks of grape Kool- 
Aid and popcorn meals. 

They are all common black folk, 
signifying and testifying with light- 
hearted rivalry. And excellent costume 
design and animated performances 
give the production cartoon-like clarity 
and delightful humor.

NEVER MIND THE COMMITMENTS 


Trish New Yorkers Black 47 rock bawdy and bacchanal

HE LEFT-WING-HISTORIAN 
side of me (usually kept 
scrupulously away from 
the rock writer) notes 
approvingly that Black 47 is 
named to commemorate the Irish 
potato famine of the 1840s, which 
sent millions of Irishmen to Amer- 
ica and prompted the first great 
wave of U.S. xenophobia. One of 
the great best-sellers of the 19th 
century, for example, was Maria 


Monk’s Awful Disclosures, a sor-*~ 


did tale of life behind convent 
doors. 

My. hack-rock-critic-with- 
vague-liberal-leanings subperson- 
ality (allowed to roam my apart- 
ment; rarely goes out at night) is 
more fascinated by the press kit. 
Lots of buzz about this band. Just 
one five-song EP, on SBK, pro- 
duced by Ric Ocasek, with an 
album called Fire of Freedom due 
in February. Played some fleabag 
Irish bar in NYC once or twice a 
week for over a year and attracted 
a fanatic following of Irish Ameri- 
cans and Irish immigrants from a 
large community around Bain- 
bridge Avenue in the West Bronx. 


"Written up by everyone from the 


New Yorker to Irish Echo (a 
Northeast Irish American paper) 
to a Newsday political columnist 
astounded by the freneticism of * 
the band’s audience. Springsteen- 
esque, brothers and sisters. 

Then there’s the only part of 
me you ought to pay any attention 
to. And what it wants to know is, 
did four of this band’s six mem- 
bers really play music for Coper- 


nicus — the shaggy street poet 
who briefly touched billions of 
people’s lives in the mid-1980s 
with his classic “we are all 
descended from bacteria” rant? 

I once saw Copernicus heckling 
Sonic Youth. He walked through 
their audience shouting, “Do your 
songs mean anything?! Do your 
songs mean anything?!” At first 
Thurston was, like, “Copernicus!” 
But then he got pissed and said, 
“Yes, they fucking mean some- 
thing!” and Sonic Youth played 
their next song harder than they’ve 
ever gotten in the rest of their lan- 
guid existence. Copernicus walked 
away bellowing, “They shut my 
mouth!” 

I tell this story to Larry Kirwan, 
Black 47’s singer and songwriter 
(“Irving Plaza! I went with him to 
that show!”), who trades me some 
better ones, like the time Coperi- 
cus nearly knocked Kirwan’s 
tooth out onstage and Kirwan 
physically attacked him. The band 
never rehearsed — Copernicus 
could only rarely get it together 
even to perform. His band would 
just “take the right drugs and 
drink” and improvise an appropri- 
ate storm cloud backing. 

Why does any of this matter? 
Well, because there are a lot of 
politicized bands with neat press 
Kits right now. Kirwan himself 
noticed that “about fifteen months 
ago, this mood change came over 
the country. Politics is fashionable 
again.” It still comes down to who 
charms your heart; “correct” 
beliefs are a dime a dozen. You’ve 
got to go by the little things. Like 
that a band who could appreciate 





Copernican revolution might 
belong in ours. And my hunch is, 
though it’s way too early in their 
careers to be sure, Black 47 are 
going to tur into one of those 
bands you say you saw back when 
— or bitch that you could have. 

The record’s kind of overpro- 
duced — though you’ ve just got to 
dig hard-rock uilleann pipes — 
but Black 47 hits the big notes 
with a gall that doesn’t gall; if the 
band’s reputed stylistic veers 
(“rap, dancehall, and downtown 
combined with rock, pop, and 
Irish”) don’t come fully across, 
there’s a nice bagginess to the 
playing. Kirwan’s also a play- 
wright, and his songs tend to be 
rich with specifics. The ghost of 
Awful Disclosures shows up in 
“Our Lady of the Bronx”; “Funky 
Céili” is an Ireland-to-NYC trav- 
elogue; and “Maria’s Wedding,” 
an account of a drunken marriage- 
disrupter (“Oh, Maria, I’ll even go 
out and get a job for you”), makes 
a fine new version of “Rosalita.” 
If Springsteen-ettes we must have, 
let ’em be this hail fellow well 
met. 

Now they just have to live up to 
their reputation for shows during 
which, as Kirwan has said, polemic 
gets pushed aside and “the bawdy 
and bacchanal often dominates.” 
Look for a version of “Gloria” as 
different from Van Morrison’s as 
Patti Smith’s. Says Kirwan: “She’s 
a different girl I’m singing about - 
than Van’s demure Irish lass. More 
the dominatrix type.” @

“and, of course, the etymologies are 
good.” True enough, the 1991 Second 
College Edition featured a description 
not only of fuck, fuck-off, and fuck-over, 
but fucked-up, fucker, fucking, and fuckup, 
complete with usage tips “vulgar slang” 
and “obscene.”

HIS HOLIDAY SEASON I'd be a 
lot more willing to get into 


the giving spirit if people. 


would take a few lessons on 
how to receive. Call me fussy, but when 
I take the time and energy (not to men- 
tion the cash) to buy someone a pre- 
sent I expect a little appreciation in 
return — not a wary stare or a blunt 
‘I've already got one," or worse, a back- 
handed put-down like, “Oh, I saw this 
on sale in the Sharper Image catalog.” 
Maybe I'm giving weird gifts or I'm 
hanging out with ingrates, but more 
and more, as I stand in line in a crowd- 
ed store, I have to remind myself that 


it's worth the effort. 

Recently, for example, my husband, 
Duke, and I sent his father a thick, all- 
cotton, not at all cheap sweatshirt. We 
figured it would be nice for walking 
on the beach or after tennis, but a few 
weeks later our gift was returned along 
with the following note: “Too heavy, 
too small, try again.” The critique made

unkind way,” Duke said. 

Well, he should know. My husband 
inherited his father's graciousness. I'll 
never forget the first gift | gave him 
when we were dating. We'd been trav- 
eling in Amsterdam, and Duke took a 
fancy to a 19th century map of the 
Western United States. I knew he'd 







never buy it for himself, so a few months 
later, after we'd returned home, I called 
the Amsterdam gallery and ordered it 
for his birthday. My then-boyfriend 
opened the package, muttered some- 
thing endearing like, “You shouldn't 
have gone to so much trouble,” and 
stuffed the map in the back of his clos- 
et (where it remained until he moved 
out of his apartment and in with me, 
at which point I had it framed). 

He also used the closet technique 
on my next gift, a set of dishes, which 
I bought because he was always cook- 
ing me wonderful meals and serving 
them in tin bowls. I was careful to pick

Funny, 
I've never had that problem. | adore 
presents. “You're a very gratifying 
gift recipient,” Duke concurs. “When 
you get a good one, you don't stop 
bouncing up and down for a couple 
of hours.” Over time, my husband 
has learned to accept gifts without 
grimacing, though I've yet to see him 
act thrilled. 


My friend Marcella's husband is 
also not a great receiver. “He feels 
like an obligation has been placed 
on him,” she says. “He doesn't know 
whether he has to give something 
back, or match it, so he'd rather not 
get anything.” Marcella believes that 
largesse makes a lot of people ner- 
vous: “It's like this tit-for-tat thing. 
You give someone a gift and they 
start measuring what they've done 
for you.” 

I wish these killjoys would get a 
grip on their neuroses. Nothing 
squelches my generous impulses faster 
than getting all excited about find- 
ing the perfect gift for someone, 
springing for overnight mail to make 
sure that it will arrive in time, and 
then having the giftee call me and 
declare: “The silk teddy was nice. But 
you really didn't have to FedEx it." If 
I want to do something extravagant, 
then please, don't spoil my fun. 

“What I hate is when you send a 
gift in the mail and the recipient 
doesn't acknowledge receipt,” says 
my friend Jon. (If 1 were Queen this 
would be a capital offense.) “It forces 
you to humiliate yourself by calling 
them and asking, ‘Did you receive 
my gift?’ To which they invariably 
reply, ‘Oh, yes. Thank you so much. 
I received it.’ Which forces you to 
further humiliate yourself by saying, 
‘l was only calling to see if it arrived.

"If I 
don't get a gift back, I really don't 
want to give again.” 

In all fairness, it's hard to feign 
enthusiasm when your staggeringly 
wealthy great-aunt presents you with 
a rhinestone poodle brooch instead 
of her heirloom ruby choker, or a 
colleague makes a contribution in 
your name to a cause that you abhor. 
Some gifts are so foreign to one's sen- 
sibilities as to border on insulting. 
Still, it's vital to remember that the 
giver went to a certain amount of 
trouble. 

I bring this up because I'm still 
smarting from the icy reaction to my 
latest offering — a fleece-lined 
“Southwestern Cuddler,” a bed that 
I got for my pug, Sophie, in the hopes 
that if she had her own furniture she'd 
be less likely to use mine. I put it in 
a warm corner of my office. Sophie 
took one sniff and haughtily vault- 
ed on the couch. I tossed a piece of 
Roll Over Sausage (a substance I sus- 
pect contains heroin because of its 
effect) into the bed to coax her. 
Sophie hopped in, snatched the 
sausage, and bounded out. It's been 
eight hours and she hasn't gone near 
the bed.

PSTAIRS/DOWNSTAIRS is one 
of the largest secondhand 
houseware stores in the city. 
Two levels (thus, the name) 
provide for plentiful browsing through 
displays that run the gamut from fur- 
niture, rugs, and glassware to cloth- 
ing, jewelry, and toys. This is the every- 
thing store where everything is marked 
$X.95, which seems only in keeping 
with the thrift lifestyle of Dom Perignon 
wishes on a Budweiser budget. 
While the furniture is all out of this 
gift guide's price range, some of the 
best bargains are in the costume jew- 
elry department. A fabulous old dis- 
play case lets you browse — with the 
push ofa button the next display draw- 
er is brought into view and the last 
goes away in a Ferris wheel of faux 
gems. And, best of all, the price tags 
are shown with the price side up, so 
that you don't have to run for help 
every time you want to know the cost 
ofan item. Some of the jewelry is real- 
ly ugly and cheap, but has loads of 
charm and personality, like a painted 
metal flower bouquet pin ($4.95) ora 
monkey pin with green glass stone 
($9.95). A simple rhinestone necklace 
runs in the $25 range. Celluloid (vin- 
tage plastic) bracelets are a deal at $10. 

Men's gift items include a good 
selection of cuff links ($10-$15), tie 
bars ($5-$15), an unopened Aqua 
Velva bottle ($5), a green straw sum- 
mer hat in perfect condition ($12.95), 
and old Hawaiian shirts ($35). HIS 
After Shave set (very cool, I want this) 
is $19.95. A "Think Of Me" shaving 
mug makes the perfect companion pre- 
sent for $19.95. 

In especially for Christmas are boxes 
of old glass ornaments ($22.95) and 
individual ornaments ($5—$7). A case 
of old 45s ($1 each) are good schlocky 
stocking stuffers with selections like 
"My Grandfather's Clock" by Lawrence 
Welk, “Star Dust” by Pat Boone, and 
“Adios Muchachos" by the George 
Poole Orchestra. Old sheet music is 
equally simpatico ($1 each) with such 
titles as "The Fabulous Mister Crow,” 
“Juke Box Parade,” "You Won't Be 


Satisfied Until You Break My Heart” 
featuring Marion Hunter, and “Prisoner 
of Love" by Perry Como. Swoont Old 
postcards for all occasions feature ‘50s 
motel exteriors, landscapes, Easter lilies, 
and forget-me-nots for 50 cents each. 

Glassware and china are well dis- 
played and offer some fun gift options. 
Nice, unchipped floral plates are $9.95 
each. An old, deluxe assortment cook- 
ie tin with a painted orchid on it is 
$12.95. Tea cups and saucers range 
from $7 to $10. Pink and green depres- 
sion glass candlesticks are $19.95 a 
pair or $9.95 each. Cocktail shakers 
with metal tops are in the $30 range. 
And a pair of baby blue ceramic baby 
booties go for $19.95. (Aw!) 

Now all of this may sound like a 
nightmare from your grandmother's 
attic, but we're still Upstairs in this 
large store, so that's only appropriate. 
Downstairs is where the displays get 
less organized and the bargains are 
buried. There's lots of large furniture 
here ranging from a beautiful, ornate- 
ly carved Victorian bed (for a mere 
$1,495), your basic '50s chrome bar 
stool ($59.95).

ost Plus Imports is always 
an excellent source for 
unusual and fairly priced 
food gifts.

cialty liquors and liqueurs. A 10-pack 
of imported beers from around the 
world ina handsome package sells for 
$9.99 and makes an outstanding pre- 
sent for budding brewsters. Pick one 
of the Georges DuBoeuf 1992 
Beaujolais Nouveau for that wine enthu- 
siast— most bottles sell for under $10. 

If spirits aren't in order for this sea- 
son, then choose from the large selec- 
tion of delectable food gifts. Two 
marzipan piglets ($2.69) packed togeth- 
er in one box are cute. Downey's one- 
pound liqueur-soaked cakes ($11.99) 
make a nice package to bring to a hol- 
iday dinner party. Blackberry Patch 
puts outa lovely 12-ounce, wax-sealed 
bottle of muscadine grape syrup for 
$4.99. It would be wonderful drizzled 
over vanilla ice cream, puddings, cus- 
tards and in select teas. 

Cost Plus also has good prices on 
glass preserve jars for those on your 
list who make foods that need a con- 
tainer, or for those who enjoy attrac- 
tive containers for storing flours, sug- 
ars, oils, dried pastas, etc. Prices range 
from $2.29 for a half-liter jar to $5.99 
for a three-liter jar. 

Christmas just wouldn't be 
Christmas without a good Christmas 
cookie. And Tom's Cookies (337

Any one of these would 
make a superior gift for those who 
appreciate first-rate olive oil.

I especially loved 
the Cranberry Ale from San Andreas 
Brewery and the Christmas Ale from 
Rogue. You may want to consider giv- 
ing a gift of locally brewed beers for 
the holidays this year— there are some 
very special beers made here in the 
Bay Area that could please even the 
most jaded beer enthusiast.

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Holiday Boxed Sets Galore— 
deluge of boxed reissue sets has become a 
A holiday fixture in recent years. One trend 
that’s taken off this year is what the labels 

call the mini-box. Basically, these releases contain 
anywhere from two to four CDs but are packaged in a 
double-thick, fold-open jewel box rather than the 
larger boxes reserved for the high-priority releases. 
Labels can sell mini-boxes for a substantially lower 
price, but still offer the buyer liner notes and artwork 
by inserting a 5x5-inch booklet into the box. Here’s a 
wrap up of some of the label offerengs of box sets and 
mini-boxes. 
Atlantic: Queen of Soul—The Atlantic Recordings, 
Atlantic’s Aretha Franklin boxed set, is certainly one 
of the season's highlights. The four CDs take Franklin 
from her first hit with Atlantic, through such timeless r&b cornerstones as “Respect,” 
“Chain of Fools,” and “Think,” on until 1976’s “Something He Can Feel.” The 80-page 
booklet contains complete session information and glorious photos. 

Atlantic (via the Saja label) has also issued Jim Croce—The 50th Anniversary Collection, 
a tribute to the ‘70s star who would have been 50 next month. The 49-song anthology 
contains Croce’s three ABC albums in their entirety, and his hit singles—”Time in a 
Bottle,” “Bad, Bad Leroy Brown,” “You Don’t Mess Around With Jim”—as well. 
Capitol: No fooling around at the Capitol Tower this Christmas. The Beatles Singles Box 
contains 22 original Beatles singles on five-inch picture disc CDs, in the same style 
packaging used for The Beatles EP Box earlier this year. Timed to mark the 30th 
anniversary of their debut single, “Love Me Do”/”P.S. I Love You,” the box includes 
most, but not all, of the hits.

Record labels mine their catalogs 


The four-CD, 100-cut Nat King Cole boxed set is a tidy capper on 
the program, a staggering overview of one of America’s most 
popular vocalists and musicians. The box contains a 60-page book 
with extensive notes. 

Capricorn: Although the label has only recently been reactivated 
after a long hiatus, it’s already released three noteworthy box sets 
in the past year The Scepter Records Story is one of the year's best. 
The three-disc collection is the first to cast a light on one of the most 
overlooked, independent record labels of the ‘60s. Capricorn’s 
latest is The Bocephus Box—The Hank Williams Jr. Collection 1979- 
1992. The three-disc set contains 62 songs, including most of 
Williams’ biggest country hits. 

Disney: In terms of sheer beauty, this holiday season’s most 
irresistible box set may just be The Music of Disney: A Legacy in Song. 
From its simple, stunning cover to its lavishly illustrated booklet, 
it’s a stunner. 

The three CDs include music from the animated films, TV shows and Disney theme 
parks, starting with 1928’s “Turkey in the Straw,” from the proto-Mickey toon Steamboat 
Willie, all the way to 1991’s Beauty and the Beast. Most of the Disney film classics are 
represented, all in their original recordings. The box includes 78 songs, six of them never 
before released. 

GRP: The jazz label is celebrating its 10th anniversary. Especially notable is 
A John Coltrane Retrospective: The Impulse! Years, a 24-selection look at the master saxist’s 
final years, 1961-67, when he recorded for ABC-Paramount’s Impulse! label.

Songs of Freedom is an overall look at 
his career from his days in Kingston singing ska music with the Wailing Wailers 
through his years as an innovator and an icon. The four-disc, 78-track package, which 
runs from 1962-80, was released on Marley’s own Tuff Gong label (via Island via 
PolyGram) The enclosed 64-page booklet includes several essays as well as 
background information on all tracks and personnel. 
Motown: Hitsville U.S.A.: The Motown Singles Collection 1959- 
1971 is a four-CD collection focusing on the Detroit era of “The 
Sound of Young America.” Some 36 different artists are 
represented, including some surprises as well as the 
Motown legends. 
RCA: BMG/RCA’s catalog department redeemed itself big time \* 
this year with Elvis: The King of Rock ‘N’ Roll—The Complete ‘50s ¥ 
Masters. If ever there was a boxed set that needed to exist this was it: 
everything recorded by Elvis Presley, from the lost-until-recently 
1953 acetates through the Sun singles and all of the RCA sides. The 
fifth disc is given over to rarities and unreleased performance. Equally 
ambitious is RCA Jazz’s The First Half-Century: The Twenties Through the 
Sixties, on the Bluebird label, which traces the company’s roots back to 
Jelly Roll Morton, hits Tommy Dorsey, Ellington, and makes its way 
through Mingus, and Mulligan before it’s all over. 

Also from Bluebird is the three-disc Fats Waller and His Rhythm: The Middle Years 
Part I (1936-38), the latest in an excellent series of Waller retraspectives. 
Rhino: Reissue mavens Rhino released the country gem The Buck Owens Collection 
(1959-1990) earlier this year. Jackie Wilson: Mr. Excitement!, also three CDs, is a soul 
powerhouse, featuring the cream of Wlson's Brunswick Records output. Rhino also 
issued a four-CD mini-box, The Stiff Records Box Set, compiling the best of one of the 
most innovative labels of the early new wave/punk/alternative era. The Monterey 
International Pop Festival box includes 70 tracks culled from the historical 1967 
three-day event that provided the first major exposure for Jimi Hendrix, 
Janis Joplin, the Who, Otis Redding and many others.

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Sony: As part of the “Columbia Country Classics” series, Sony’s Legacy division 
issued The Essential Johnny Cash 1955-1983, a three-CD box that traces the Man in 
Black from his Sun Records roots to the present. The Roots N’ Blues Retrospective 1925- 
1950 is a fascinating four-disc box set. Earth, Wind and Fire’s The 
Eternal Dance is a three-disc, 55-song look back at one of the most 
influential r&b groups of the ‘70s. A two-CD Aretha Franklin set, 
Jazz to Soul, proves that her pre-Atlantic recordings for Columbia 
were actually quite wonderful. 

The major year-end boxed set from Columbia is Pink Floyd’s 
Shine On, a nine-CD package including seven albums in their 
entirety (among them A Saucerful of Secrets, Dark Side of the 
Moon, Animals and,The Wall) plus a disc of five rare singles 
(both a- and b-sides). A 112-page book is included with the 

discs. Legacy is issuing its third volume of Bessie Smith’s 
The Complete Recordings. 
Finally, Sony Music’s Epic label has Tears of Fire: The 
25th Anniversary Collection from Tammy Wynette, a three- 
j CD, 67-song retrospective. : 
Verve: The great Billie Holiday has already been the subject of boxed 
collections from Sony (the Columbia years) and MCA (the Decca recordings). Now 
Verve, via PolyGram, offers its own The Complete Billie Holiday on Verve 1945-1959, a 
10-CD box. The set includes eight discs of studio and live recordings and two 
featuring rarities, rehearsals, etc.-four more hours of music than the 10-LP Verve 
collection from the early ‘80s. Verve’s other noteworthy holiday release is a three- 
CD, 75th birthday celebration of Dizzy Gillespie. The 40-song mini-box is divided 
into three sections: “Big Bands and Orchestrations,” “Small Groups and Guests” and 
“Latin.”

The curse of the sophomore 
album is supposed to be that the 
debut used up all the good stuff. 
Well, go tell that to Led Zeppelin. 
Or EMF, for that matter. Their first 
album provided little more than a 
series of footnotes to 1991's most 
irritatingly catchy single, “Unbe- 
lievable.” Live, they seemed inco- 
herent and far too dependent on 
the cheap thrill of that one song. 
But now Stigma has arrived, and 
the extraordinary quality of its 
songwriting and the sophistication 
of its production make you won- 
der why they waited until now to 
make one of the year’s best 
albums. 

Stigma is funky, Zeppelin- 
esque, punk, electronic, 
grandiose, and grungy. The 
arrangements are meticulous and 
dever, but they never detract from 
EMF's juvenile energy. In just 
about every department you can 
name (songwriting, rhythm, 
orchestration, production), this is a 
second album that announces the 
arrival of a band with serious 
potential for musical longevity. 
No, | wasn’t expecting that either. 
If the forced breathless wonder of 
the vocals grates after a while — 
this mannerism restricts their emo- 
tional range way too much — 
EMF have still delivered 10 of the 
best rock songs you'll hear in 
1992. The lyrics won't change 
your life. But if there is a little bit 
of you that still feels like a lost 
adolescent desperately trailing a 
love object you'll never possess, 
maybe this will do the job. So 
what's new? Love hurts. And 
hooks hook.

Not being a Weener myself, | 
found Pure Guava comparable 
only to every other boys-with-a- 
four-track outing.

— but the annoyance factor is 
right up there with crab lice and 
the Chickasaw Mudd Puppies.

(MONSTER) 


The notion of “understanding” work by a band is generally reserved for _ 
outfits with cultural juice garnered by record sales and subsequent media 
celebration. Beyond this, a group might be subject to ordained-in-print 
sociocultural analysis by existing in the path of a fashionable wave of 
contemporary critical thought. (And very occasionally, musicis recognized 
long after the fact as genuinely important in spite of having been ignored 
during its time.) The first category depends on popular coronation, the 
second on critical —and while “local” acts (read: bands that don’tAwon't 
“make it”) are occasionally ordained in the second realm, they serve as 
foils to the real stars, the thinkers themselves. 

Arguably, the Looters, who've just released Imago Mundi, their sec- 
ond LP.on Monster Music, might deserve official cult status (cult status is 
- the pot of gold offered un- or marginally successful bands by critical thinkers) 
as leaders of the Bay Area’s mid-’80s world beat movement. Beyond 
that, though, there are several reasons to consider the band’s contribu- 
tions seriously. They've been together for 10 years—a tenure that’s indud- 
“ed two Monster LPs, one Island Records release, two EPs, and hundreds 
_ of gigs from Managua to San Francisco (including emeritus status as the 
Komotion Intemational house band) to London. 

And the Looters have certainly asked for the chance, by the very self- 
consciousness of their mission. They might deliver “Years of Glory and 
Disaster” — about crusading zealots, complete with a martial drum beat 
_and Sistine vocals — on Mundi without irony, but the factis, the Looters 
are as upright a group as you're likely to find. Lead Looter Mat Callahan 
writes lyrics (the whole band gets writers’ credits, but the collaboration is 
primarily musical) as rich in allegory and purpose as anything you'll run 
into this side of the Old Testament. ; 

There’s a key to understanding the Looters on “One Day” — “No one 
wanna know/Just go on without a reason/Well | don’t know what! know/But 
{ don’t believe in not believin’.” That's the gospel according to Looters, 
_ and the weight of Callahan‘s personal/social vision places serious demands - 
on the band’s music — a mix of sounds and styles drawn from all points 
of the globe and held together by airtight arrangements and tighter-still 
playing by bassist Jim Johnson, keyboardist Fred Cirillo, drummer Brain, 
and percussionist Adrian Isabell. 

At its best, Looters music is up to the task, and Mund/ has its share of 
moments. The Tower of Power horns contribute on a number of cuts, 
~and the almost exuberant, uptown brass on the shuffling “Titanic” (with 
the ill-fated vessel serving as a metaphor for a society that’s taking on 
water) is superb. “Proving Ground” is an apocalypse-soon (“There's a hole 
tom in the sky/And the world’s tumed upside down”) ska tune, with funky, 
flatted-out homs and rich, four-part vocals. “Biznessis Bizness,” the album's 
highlight, is a funky, bottom-heavy number about crack, street life, and 
_ hypocrisy. It’s the Looters at their best — street smart and matter-of-fact. 
While the playing is as strong as ever, Imago Mundi is not quite as sat- 
_isfying as previous releases. Maybe it’s the fact that the songs gyrate 
from style to style (rap, boogie shuffle, afrobeat, Cuban, soca, funk, 
rock) more wildly than usual — which is saying a lot. Still, there's some 
fine material: “Melting Pot” is a blisteringly serious rap that moves from 
the Fillmore to the West Bank withouta hitch. The Looters are a band that, 
famous or not, front-runners or rear guard, demands serious attention.

VARIOUS ARTISTS ¢ THE BEAT 
GENERATION (RHINO) 

Instead of settling for quality, this 
Beats box (naked lunch box?) sub- 
limely aspires to cheese, submerg- 
ing such usual suspects as Charlie 
Parker, Lenny Bruce, Jack Kerouac, 
and Allen Ginsberg in a bucket of 
clueless documentaries, pseudo- 
Beat jazz, and tomfooleries like 
Rod McKuen’s “The Beat Genera- 
tion” (which, | was excited to dis- 
cover, inspired Richard Hell's 
"Blank Generation” parody). 
Thank God. After all, the Beats 
were pretty dubious as an art 
movement. To the extent they're 
important at all, it's for being one 
of the first “oppositional” subcul- 
tures to get tumed into a total self- 
parody by the American media. 
Rhino lovingly honors the entire 
era, warts and all; the CD booklet 
includes wonderful color photos of 
lurid Beat-era paperbacks, decent 
liner notes, and a superb bibliogra- 
phy that stretches beyond the 
major figures to include sections on 
“Beat ‘Sploitation Flicks,” the Beats 


on television, and Beat exploitation 
novels. Would that academic histories 
of this period were so ecumenical! 

For three discs and 200 minutes, 
the compilation explores America’s 
1950s fascination with hip — which 

—went far beyond the confines of the 
Beats. You hear hipspeak specialists 
(Slim Gaillard, Lord Buckley, Babs 
Gonzales); jazzbos (Charles Mingus, 
Dizzy Gillespie, Chet Baker); pander- 
ing fuddy-duddies (Perry Como, Nel- 
son Riddle); lessons in “Basic Hip,” 
“Cool,” and “Uncool”; Beat parodies 
from forgettable films and TV shows; 
and interminable efforts at interpreta- 
tion by radio commentators like 
Charles Kuralt. 

By the end — where Ginsberg 
counteracts the previous humbug 
with “America” (“Go fuck yourself 
with your atom bomb”) — one real- 
izes how little Beat poetry Rhino's 
bothered to include. Nothing has 
been rendered sacred. Just a slice of 
“the Beat Generation,” which, as it 
turns out, the Beats had very'little to 
do with.

The Twelve Steps 
Of Christmas

HIS WAS GOING to be the year I kicked. After a decade of 
overindulgence during the holidays, I vowed to go cold 


turkey — from the dreaded curse of Christmas music! Yule- — 


tide carols! Hanukkah songs! Aaarrgh, humbug! Admittedly, my 
Scroogy attitude was bom of sour grapes. In the early "80s, my 
friend Greg Stone and I scoured the stores for novel holiday 
_ recordings, which he assembled into volume after volume of care- 
_ fully programmed cassettes that we would distribute among 
_ friends and family. Then the music industry glutted the market

While neither Joan Brown nor 
Elmer Bischoff inspired the 
hero worship lavished on 
some of their more famous 
contemporaries (Nathan 
Oliveira, Richard Diebenkom, 
David Park), both painters 
quietly secured places in the 
history of Bay Area figuration 
long before their recent 


deaths (Brown was killed in a freak accident in India in October 1990; Bischoff died 
four months later). Though Brown was Bischoff's student in the mid-’50s before 
becoming his colleague on the UC Berkeley faculty, the University Art Museum’s 
posthumous survey of little-known late works finds the two (d)evolving in different 
directions. Highlighting this eccentric hodgepodge are Bischoff’s Nolde-esque Seascape 
from 1967, a tempest of scorching crimsons and oranges, and Brown's schematic yet 
sensual floating-world canvases, which evoke her earlier expressionist self-portraits dis- 


tilled to their spiritual essence.
